7 Theſe are the families of the Reu- 
benites ; and they that were numbered 
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The number and 
of them were forty and three thouſand 
and ſeven hundred and thirty, 

$ And the ſons of Pallu ; Eliab. 

9 And the ſons of Eliab; Nemuel, and 
Pathan, and Abiram. This is that Da- 
than and Abiram which were famous in 
the congregation, who ſtrove againſt Mo- 
ſes and againſt Aaron in the company 
of Korah, when they ſtrove nf the 
LORD : 

10 And the earth opened her mouth, 
and ſwallowed them up, together witk 
Korah, when that company died, what 
time the fire devoured two hundred and 
fifty men: and they became a fign. 

11 Notwith ing, the children of 
Korah died not. | 

12 The ſons of Simeon after their fa- 
milies : of Nemuel, the family of the 
Nemuelites : of Jamin, the family of the 
Jaminites : of Jachin, the family of the 
Jachinites:

18 5 the LORD drave out from be- 
fore us all the people, even the Amorites 
which dwelt in the Jang: therefore will 
woy alfo ſerve the LoRDz for he is our 


19 And Joſhua ſaid unto the people, Ye 
cannot ſerve the LORD: for he is an holy 
God; he is a jealous God; he will not 
forgive your tranſgrefſions, nor your fins, 

20 It ye foriake the LORD, and ſerve 
ſtrange gods, tien he will turn and do 

ou hurt, and conſume you, after that 
e hath done you good. 

21 And the people ſaid unto Joſhua, 
Nay ; but we will ſerve the LORD. 

22 And Joſhua ſaid unto the people, 


Ye are witneſſes againſt your ſelves that 


e have choſen you the LORD, to ſerve 
im. And they ſaid, We are witneſſes. 

23 Now therefore put away, ſaid be, 

the ſtrange gods which are among en 
an 


oſbua's age, death. and burial, 


and incline your heart unto the LORD 
God of Iſrael. : 

24 And the people ſaid unto Joſhua, 
The LORD our God will we ſerve, and 
his voice will we obey. ; 

25 So Joſhua made a covenant with 
the people that day, and ſet them a ſta- 
tute and an ordinance in Shechem. 

26 And Joſhua wrote theſe werds in 
the book of the law of God, and took a 
great ſtone, and ſet it up there under an 
oak that was by. the ſanctuary of the 
LORD. 

27 And Joſhua faid unto all the peo- 
ple, Behold, this ſtone ſhall be a witneſs 
unto us; for it hath heard all the words 
of the LORD which he ſpake unto us: it 
ſhall be therefore a witneſs unto you, leſt 
ye deny your God. 

28 So Joſhua let the people depart, eve- 
ry man unto his inheritance, 

29 J And it came to paſs after theſe 
things, that Joſhua the ſon of Nun the

Adoni-bexel juſtly reguited. 
ſervant of the LORD died, being an hun- 
dred and ten years old. 

30 And they buried him in the border 
of his inheritance in Timnath-ſerah, 
which is in mount Ephraim, on the 
north-ſide of the hill of Gaaſh. 

31 And Iſrael ſerved the LORD all the 
days of Joſhua, and all the days of the 
elders that over-lived Joſhua, and which 
had known all the works of the LoRD 
that he had done for Iſrael, 

32 And the bones of Joſeph which 
the children of Iſrael brought up out of 
Egypt, buried they in Shechem, in a par- 
cel of ground which Jacob bought of the 
ſons of Hamor the father of Shechem for 
an hundred pieces of filver : and it be- 
came the inheritance of the children of 
Joſeph. 

33 And Eleazar the fon of Aaron di- 
ed; and they buried him in a hill cat 
pertained ts Phinehas his ſon, which was

OW after the death of Joſhua, it 

N came to paſs that the children of 

Ifrael aſked the LORD, ſaying, 

Who ſhall go up for us againſt the Cana- 
anites firſt to fight againſt them? 

2 And the LORD ſaid, Judah ſhall go 
up : behold, I have delivered the land in- 
to his hand. ö 

3 And Judah faid unto Simeon his 
brother, Come up with me into my lot, 
that we may fight againſt the Canaanites: 
and I likewiſe will go with thee into thy 
lot. So Simeon went with him, 

4 4 And Judah went up; and the 
LoRD delivered the Canaanites and the 
Perizzites into their hand : and they ſlew 
of them in Bezek ten thouſand men. 

5 And they found Adoni-bezek in Be- 
22k : and they fought againſt him, and 
they ſlew the Canaanires and thePerizzites, 

6 But A-oni-bezek fled; and they pur- 
ſved after him, and caught him, and cut 
off his thumbs and his great toes. 

7 And Adoni-bezek ſaid, Threefcore 
and ten kings, having their thumbs and 
their great toes cut off, gathered heir 
meat under my table: as I have done, ſo 
God hath requited me. And they brought 
him to Jeruſalem, and there he died. 

8 J Now the children of Jucah had 


fought againſt Jeruſalem, and had taken b 


it, and ſmitten it with the edge of the 
ſword, and ſet the city on fire. 
9 And aſterward the children of Ju- 
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dah went down to fight againſt the Ca- 
naanites, that dweit in the mountain, 
and in the ſouth and in the valley. 

10 TAnd Judah went againſt the Ca- 
naanites that dwelt in Hebron. Now the 
name of Hebron before vas Kirjath-arba. 
And they ſlew Sheſhai, and Ahiman, and 
Talmai. 

11 And from thence he went againſt 
the inhabitants of Debir. And the name 
of Debir before was Kirjath-ſepher. 

12 And Caleb ſaid, He that ſmiteth 
8 and taketh it, to him 
wall 1 give Achſah my daughter to wife. 

13 And Othniel the ſon of Kenaz, Ca- 
leb's younger brother, took it : and he 
gave him Achſah his daughter to wife. 

14 And it came to paſs when ſhe came. 
tc bim, that ſhe moved him to aſk of her 
father a field: and ſhe lighted from off 
her aſs ; and Caleb ſaid unto her, What 
wilt thou ? 

15 And ſhe ſaid unto him, Give me a 
bleſſing : for thou haſt given me a ſouth- 
land ; give me alſo ſprings of water. And 
Caleb gave her the npper ſprings and the 
nether ſprings. 

16 And the children of the Kenite, 
Moſes' father-in-law, went up out of the 
city of palm-trees, with the children of 
Judah, into the wilderneſs of 22 
which lieth in the ſouth of Arad; | 
they went and dwelt among the : 

17 And Judah went with Simeon his 
rother ; and they ſlew the Canaanites 
that inhabited Zephath, and utterly de- 
ſtr yed it. And the name of the city was 
cailed Hormah, 

13 Alſo

13 Alſo Judah took Gaza with the coaſt 
thereof, and Aſkelon with the coaſt there- 
of, and Ekron with the coaſt thereof. 

10 Andthe LORD was with Judah, and 
he —— out the inbabirants of the moun- 


tain; but could not drive out the inhabi- 


tants of the valley, becauſe they had cha- 
riots of iron. | 

20 And they gave Hebron unto Caleb, 
as Moſes ſaid: and he expelled thence 
the three ſons of Anak. 

21 And the children of Benjamin did 
not drive out the Jebuſites that inhabited 
Jeruſalem ; but the Jebufites dwell with 
the children of Benjamin in Jeruſalem 
unto this day. 

22 And the houſe of Joſeph, they alſo 
went up againſt Beth-el: and the LoRD 
ca; with them. 

23 And the hovfe of Joſeph ſent to de- 
ſcry Beth-el. Now the name of the city 
before ewas Luz. 

24 And the ſpies ſaw a man come forth 
out of the city, and they ſaid unto him, 
Shew us, we pray thee, the entrance into 
the city, and we will ſhew thee mercy. 

25 And when he ſhewed them the en- 
trance into the city, they ſmote the city 
with the edge of the ſword : but they let 
go the man and al! his family. 

26 And the man went into the land of 
the Hittites, and built a city, and call- 
ed the name thereof Luz: which i the 
name thereof unto this day. 

27 Neither did Manaſſeh drive out 7/e 
inbabitants of Beth-ſhean and her towns, 
nor Taanach and her towns, nor the in- 
habitants of Dor and her towns, nor the 
inhabitants of Ibleam and her towns, 
nor the inhabitants of Megiddo and her 
towns : but the Canaanites would dwell 
in that land. 

28 And it came to paſs when Iſrael 
was ftrong, that they put the Canaanites 
to tribute, and did not utterly drive them 
Out. 

29 Neither did Ephraim drive out 
the Canaanites that dwelt in Cezer; but 
the Canaanites dwelt in Gezer among 


20 Neither did Zebulun drive out the 
inhabitants of Kitron, nor the inhabitants 
of Nahalol; but the Canaanites dwelt a- 
mong them and became tributaries. 

t Neither did Aſher drive out the in- 
habitants of Accho, nor the inhabitants of 
Zidon, nor of Ahlab, nor of Achzib, nor 
of Eelbah, nor of Aphik, nor of Rehob : 

32 But the Aſlierites dwelt among the 
Canaanites, the inhabitants of the land: 
for they did not drive them out. 

3 Neither did Naphtali drive out the 
infbirants of Beth-ſhemeſh, nor the in- 
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The Iſraelites rebuked at Bochim. 


habirants of Beth-anath ; but he dwelt 
among the Canaanites, the inhabitants cf 
the land: nevertheleſs, the inhabitants of 
Beth-ſhemeth and of Beth-anath became 
tributaries unto them. 

34 And the Amorites forced the child. 
ren of Dan into the mountain: for they 
would not ſuffer them to come down to 
the valley. 

35 But the Amorites would dwell in 
mount Heres in Ajjalon, and in Shaal- 


bim : yer the hand of the houſe of Jo- 


ſeph prevailed, ſo that they became tri-

36 And the coaſt of the Amorites was 
from the going up to Akrabbim, from 
the rock, and upward,

64 And when Joſhua had let the people 
go, the children of Iſrael went every man

14 J And the anger of the LORD was 
hot againſt Iſrael, and he delivered them 
into the hands of the ſpoilers that ſpoil- 
ed them, and he ſold them into the hands 
of their enemies round about, ſo that 
they could not any longer ſtand before 
their enemies. | 

15 Whitherſoever they went out 'the 
hand of the LORD was againſt them for 
evil, as the LORD had ſaid, and as the 
LORD had ſworn unto them : and they 
were greatly diſtreſſed. 

16 Nevertheleſs, the LORD raiſed up 
judges, which delivered them out of the 
hand of thoſe that ſpoiled them. 

17 And yet they would not hearken 
unto their judges, but they went a whor- 
ing after other gods, and bowed them- 
ſelves unto them: = turned quickly 
out of the way which their fathers walk- 
ed in, obeying the commandments of 
the LORD; but they did not ſo. 

18 And when the LORD raiſed them 
up judges, then the LORD was with the 
zudge, and delivered them out of the 
hand of their enemies all the days of the 
judge: for it repented the LORD becauſe 
of their groanings, by reaſen of them 
that oppreſſed them and vexed them. 

19 And it came to paſs when the judge 
was dead, thar they returned, and cor- 
rupted themſelves more than their fathers,

20 J And the anger of the LORD was 


hot againſt Iſracl ; and he ſaid, Becauſe-

211 alſo will not henceforth drive out 
any from before them of the nations 
which Joſhua left when he died : 

22 t through them I may prove 
Iſrael, whether they will keep the way 
of the LORD, to walk therein, as their 
fathers did keep it, or not. 

23 Therefore the LORD left thoſe na- 
tions, without driving them out haſtily ; 
neither delivered he them into the han 
of Joſhua,

I nations left to prove Iſrael. B 
communion with 1. th — Nd 
try. 8 Of Orhmel, 12 Ebud, 31 Sbamgar. 
OW theſe are the nations which the 
LORD left to prove Iſrael by them, 

even as many of !ſrael as had not known 
all the wars of Canaan; 

2 Only that the generations of the chil- 
dren of Iſrael might know to teach them 
war, at the leaſt fuch as before knew no- 
thing thereof; 

3 Namely, five lords of the Philiſtines, 
and all the Canaanites, and the Sidoni- 
ans, and the Hivites that dwelt in mount 
Lebanon, from mount Baal-hermon un- 
ta the entering-in of Hamath. 

4 And they were to prove Iſrael by 
them, ro know whether they would hear- 
ken unto the commandments of the 
LORD, which he commanded their fa- 
thers by the hand of Moſes. 

5 And the children of Iſrael dwelt 
among the Canaanites, Hittites, and A- 
morites, and Perizzites, and Hivites, and 
Jebuſites. 

6 And they took their daughters to be 
their wives, and gave their daughters to 
their ſons, and ſerved their gods. 

7 And the children of Iſrael did evil in 
the ſight of the LoRD, and forgat the 
LORD their God, and ſerved Baalim, and 
the groves. 

8 J Therefore the anger of the LoRD 

was hot againſt Iſrael, and he ſold them 
into the hand of Chuſhan-riſhathaim king 
of Meſopotamia : and the children of 
Iſrael ſerved Chuſhan-riſhathaim eight 
years. 
9 And when the children of Iſrael cried 
unto the LORD, the LORD raiſed up a de- 
liverer to the children of Iſrael, who de- 
livered them, ever Othniel the ſon of Ke- 
naz, Caleb's younger brother.

13 And he gathered unto him the 
children of Ammon and Amalek, and

14 So the children of Iſrael ſerved Eg- 
lon the king of Moab eighteen years.

1 Ebud killeth Eplon. 


15 But when the children of Iſrael cri- 
ed unto the LORD, the LORD raiſed them 
up a dehverer, Ehud the fon ot Gera a 

njamite, a man left-handed: and by 
him the children of iſracl ſent a preſent 
unto Eglon the king of Moab. 

16 But Ehud made him a dagger which 
had two edges of a cubit length; and 
he did gird it under his raiment upon his 
right thigh, 

17 And he en th the preſent unto 
Eglon king of Moab. And Eglon ca a 
very fat man. | : 

18 And when he had made an end to 
offer the preſent, he ſent away the peo- 
ple that bare the preſent. 

19 But he himſelf turned again from 
the quarries that vert by Gilgal, and 
ſaid, I have a ſecret errand unto thee, O 
king : who ſaid, Keep filence. And all 
that ſtood by him went out from him. 

20 And Fhud came unto him ; and he 
was fitting in a ſummer-parlour, which 
he had for himſelf alone. And Ehud ſaid, 
I have a meſſage from God unto thee. 
And he aroſe out of ei; ſeat. 

21 And Ehud pur forth his left-hand, 
and took the dagger from his right-thigh, 
and thruſt it inte his belly. 

22 And the haft alſo went in after the 
blade: and the fat cloſed upon the blade, 
ſo that he could not draw the dagger out 
of his belly; and the dirt came out. 

23 Then Ehud went forth through the 
porch, and ſhut the doors of the parlour 
upon him, and locked them, 

24 When he was gone out, his ſerv- 
ants came; and when they ſaw, that be- 
hold, the doors of the parlour were loek- 
ed, they ſaid, Surely he covereth his feet 
in his ſummer-chamber. 

25 And they tarried till they were a- 


" ſhamed : and behold, he opened not the 


doors of the parlour ; therefore _ took 
a key, and opened tem: and behold, their 
lord ws: fallen down dead on the earth. 

26 And thud eſcaped while they tar- 
ried ; and paſſed beyond the quarries, 
and eſcaped into Seirath. 


27 And it came to paſs when he was 


come, that he blew a trumpet in the 
mountain of Ephraim, and the children 
of Ifrac} went down with him from the 
mount, and he before them. 

28 And he ſaid unto them, Follow 
after me : for the LORD hath delivered 

our enemies the Moabites into your 
— And they went down after him, 
and took the fords of Jordan toward Mo- 
ab, and ſuffered not a man to paſs over. 

29 And they ſlew of Moab at that time 
about ten thouſand men, all luſty, and 
all men cf valour ; and there eſcaped not 
aman.

30 So Moab was ſubdued that day 
under the hand of Iſrael. And the land 
had reſt fourſcore years. 

317% And after him was Shamgar the 
ſon of Anath, which flew of the Philiſ- 
tines fix hundred men with an ox-goad :

CHAP. IV. 

1 Deborah and Barak deliver Iſrael from Ja- 
bin and Siſera. 18 Jae killeth Stſrra, 
1 the children of Iſrael again did 

evil in the fight of the LoRD when 
Ehud was dead, | 

2 And the LoRnD ſold them into the 
hand of Jabin king of Canaan, that reign- 
ed in Hazor; the captain of whoſe hoſt 
was Siſera, which dwelt in Haroſheth of 
the Gentiles, 

3 And the children of Ifrael cried un- 
to the LORD: for he had nine hundred 
chariots of iron; and twenty years he 
mightily oppreſſed the children of Iſrael. 

4 And Deborah a propheteſs, the wife 
of Lapidoth, ſhe judged Iſrael at that 
ume. 

And ſhe dweit under the palm- tree 
of — between Ramah and Beth- el 
in mount Ephraim : and the children of 
Iſrael came up to her for judgement. 

6 And ſhe ſent and called Barak the 
ſon of Abinoam out of Kedeſh-naphtali, 
and ſaid unto him, Hath not the LORD 
God of Iſrael commanded, ſaying, Go, 
and draw toward mount Tabor, and 
take with thee ten thouſand men of the 
children of Naphtali and of the children 
of Zebulun ? 

7 And I will draw unto thee, to the 
river Kiſhon, Siſera the captain of Jabin's 
army, with his chariots and his multi- 
tude; and I will deliver him into thine 


8 And Barak ſaid unto her, If thou wilt 
go with me, then 1 will go: but if thou 
wilt not go with me, then I will not go. 

9 And ſhe ſaid, I will ſurely go with 
thee : notwithſtan<ing the journey that 
thou takeſt ſhall not be for thine honour : 


for the LORD ſhall ſell. Sifera into the 


hand of a woman. And Dehorah aroſe, 
and went with Barak to Kedeſh. 

10 And Barak called Zebulun and 
Naphtali to Kedeſh ; and ke went 12 
ten thouſand men at his ſeet: and Debo- 
rah went up with him. 

11 Now Heber the Kenite, ewhich was 
of the children of Hobab the father-in-law 
of Moſes, had fevered himſelf trom the 
Kenites, and pitched his tent unto the 
plain of Zaanaim, which is by Kedeſh. 

12 And they ſhewed Siſera, that Barak 
the ſon of Abinoam was gone upto mount 
Tabor. 

13 And 


Jael killeth Siſera. 
13 And Siſera gathered together all his 
chariots, even nine hund chariots of 


iron, and all the people that were with 


him, from Haroſheth of the Gentiles, un- 


to the river of Kiſhon. 

14 And Deborah ſaid unto Barak, Up; 
for this is the day in which the LoRD 
hath delivered Siſera into thine hand: is 
not the LORD gone out before thee ? So 
Barak went down from mount Tabor, 
and ten thouſand men after him. 

15 And the LoRD diſcomfited Siſera, 
and all bis chariots, and all his hoſt with 
the edge of the ſword, before Barak: ſo 
that Siſera lighted down off his chariot, 
and fled away on his feet. 

16 Put Barak purſued after the chari- 
ots and after the hoſt unto Haroſheth of 
the Gentiles: and all the hoſt of Siſera 
fell upon the edge of the ſword; and 
there was not a man left. 

17 Howbeir, Siſera fled away on his 
feet to the tent of Jael the wife of Heber 
the Kenite : for here was peace between 
Jabin the king of Hazor and the houſe of 
Heber the Kenite. 

18 J And Jael went out to meet Siſera, 
and ſaid unto him, Turn in, my lord, 
turn in to me; fear not: and when he 
had turned in unto her into the tent, ſhe 
covered him with a mantle. 

19 And he ſaid unto her, Give me, I 
pray thee, a little water to drink; for I 
am thirſty, And ſhe opened a bottle of 
milk, and gave him drink, and covered him, 

20 Again he ſaid unto her, Stand in 


| the door of the tent, and it ſhall be when 


any man doth come and enquire of thee, 
and ſay, Is there any man here? that 
thou ſhalt ſay, No. 

21 Then jael Heber's wife took a nail 
of the tent, and took an hammer in her 
hand, and went ſoftly unto him, and 
ſmote the nail into his temples, and faſt- 
ened it into the ground: for he was faſt 
aſleep and weary. So he died. 

22 And behold, as Barak purſued Si- 
ſera, joel came out to meet him, and ſaid 
unto him, Come, and I will ſhew thee the 
man whom thou ſeekeſt. And when he 
came into her tent, behold, Siſera lay dead, 
and the nail <oas in his — 2 

23 So God ſubdued on that day Jabin 
the king of Canaan before the children 
of Iſrael. 

24 And the hand of the children of Iſ- 
racl proſpered and prevailed againſt Ja- 
bin the King of Canaan, until they had 
ceſtioyed Jabin king of Canaan.

HEN ſang Deborah, and Barak the

5 The mountains melted from before 
the LORD, even that Sinai from before 
the LORD God of Iſrael. 

6 In the days of Shamgar the ſon of 
Anath, in the days of Jael, the _— 
were unoccupied, and the travellers walk- 
ed through by-ways. 

7 The inhabitants of the villages ceaſ- 
ed, they ceaſed in Iſrael, until that I De- 
borah aroſe, that I aroſe a mother in Iſrael. 

8 They choſe new gods; then vas war 
in the gates: was there a ſhield or f| 
ſeen among ferty thouſand in Iſrael ? 

9 My heart is toward the governors of 
Iſrael, that offered themſelves willingly 
among the people. Bleſs ye the LORD, 

10 Speak ye that ride on white aſſes, 
ye that fit in judgement, and walk by 
the way, 

11 They that are delivered from the noiſe 
of archers in the places of drawing water;

14 Then ſaid all the trees unto the 
bramble, Come thou, and reign over us. 

15 And the bramble ſaid unto the 
trees, If in truth ye anoint me king over 
you, then come and put your truſt in my 
thadow : and if not, let fire come out of 
the bramble, and devour the cedars of 
Lebano 


n. 

16 Now therefore, If ye have done 
truly and ſincerely, in that ye have made 
Abimelech king, and if ye have dealt well 
with Jerubbaal and his houſe, and have 
done unto him according to the deſerving 
of his hands ; 

15 (For my father fought for you, and 
adventured his life far, and delivered you 
out of the hand of Midian : 

18 And ye are riſen up againſt my fa- 
ther's houſe this day, and have flain his 
ſons, threeſcore and ten ons, upon 
one ſtone, and have made Abimelech the 
ſon of his maid ſervant king over the men 
of Shechem, becauſe he is your brother ;) 
19 If then ye have dealt truly and fin- 
cerely with Jerubbaal, and with his houſe 
this day, then rejoice ye in Abimelecb, 
and let him alſo rejoice in you: 

20 But if not, let fire come out from 

| 8 ä Abimelech, 
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Gaal 's conſpiracy. 
Abimelech, and devour the men of She. 
chem, and the houſe of Millo ; and let 
fire come out from the men of Shechem, 
and from the houſe of Millo, and devour 
Abimelech. 

21 And Jotham ran away and fled, and 
went to Beer, and dwelt there, for fear 
of Abimelech his brother. 

22 J When Abimelech had reigned 
three vears over Iſrael, 

23 Then God ſent an evil ſpirit be- 
tween Abimelech and the men of She- 
chem; and the men of Shechem dealt 
treacherouſly with Abimelech : 

24 That the cruelty done to the three- 
ſcore and ten ſons of Jerubbaal might 
come, and their blood be laid upon Abi- 
melech their brother, which ſlew them ; 
and upon the men of Shechem, which 
aided him in the killing of his brethren. 

25 And the men of Shechem ſet liers 
in wait for him im the top of the moun- 
tains, and they robbed all that came a- 
— that way by them. And it was 
told Abimelech. 

26 And Gaal the ſon of Ebed came 
with his brethren, and went over to 
Shechem : and the men of Shechem put 
their confidence in him. 

27 And they went out into the fields, 
and gathered their vineyards, and trode 
the grapes, and made merry, and went 
into the houſe of their god, and did eat 
and drink, and curſed Abimelech. 

23 And Gaal the ſon of Ebed ſaid, 
Who is Abimelech, and who is Shechem, 
that we fhould ſerve him? is not he the 
ſon of ſerubbaal, and Zebul his officer? 
ferve the men of Hamor the father -of 
Shechem. For why ſhould we ſerve him ? 

29 And would to God this le were 
under my hand; then would I remove 
Abimelech. And he ſaid to Abimelech, 
Increaſe thine army, and come out. 

zo And when Zebul the ruler of the 
city heard the words of Gaal the ſon of 
Ebed, his anger was kindled. 

1 And he ſent meſſengers unto Abi. 
melech privily, ſaying, Behold, Gaal the 
ſon of Ebed, and his brethren be come to 
Shechem ; and behold, they fortify the 
City againſt thee. | 

3 ow therefore up by night, thou 
and the people that is with thee, and lie 
in wait in the field. 

33 And it ſhall be that in the morning, 
as ſoon as the ſun is up, thou ſhalr ri 
early, and ſet upon the city: and behold, 
when he — 3 t is — — 
come out a thee, then ma ou 
do to them as thou ſhalt find occaſion. 

34 And Abimelech roſe up, and all the

people that sere with him, night, and 
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Abimelech overcometh bim. 


they laid wait againſt Shechem in four 
companies, . 

35 And Gaalthe ſon of Ebed went out, 
and ſtood in the . the gate of 
the city: and Abimelech roſe up, and 
the people that zvere with him, from lying 
in wait. | 

36 And when Gaal ſaw the people, he 
ſaid to Zebul, Behold, there come people 
down from the top oſ the mountains, And 
Zebul ſaid unto him, Thou ſeeſt the ſha- 
dow of the mountains as if they ere men. 

37 And Gaal ſpake again, and ſaid, See, 

there come —— down by the middle 
of the land, and another eompany come 
along by the plain of Meonenim, 
38 Then ſaid Zebnl unto him, Where 
it now thy mouth, wherewith thou ſaidſt, 
Who is Abimelech, that we ſhould ferve 
him? 7s not this the people that thou haſt 
deſpiſed ? go out, I pray now, and fight 
with them. 

122 Gaal went out before the men 
of Shechem, and fought with Abimelech. 

40 And Abimelech chaſed him, and he 
fled before him, and many were over 
thrown and wounded, even unto the en- 
tering of the gate. 

41 And Abimelech dwelt at Arumah: 
and Zebul thruſt out Gaal and his bre- 
thren, that they ſhould not dwell in She- 
chem, 

42 And it came to paſs on the mor- 
row, that the people went out into the 
field ; and they told Abimelech. 

43 And he took the people, and di- 
vided them into three companies, and 
laid wait in the field, and looked, and 
1 peo — — 5 come forth out 
of the city; and he roſe up againſt them, 
and ſmote them. 5 4 

44 And Abimelech, and the company 
that vas with him, ruſhed forward, and 
ſtood in the entering of the gate of the 
city : and the two other companies ran 
upon all the people that vere in the fields, 
"45 And Ablmetech fought unn the

city all that day, and he took the city, 


and flew the people that was therein, 
and beat down city, and ſowed it 
with ſalt. 


46 And when all the men of the tower 
of Shechem heard that, they entered in- 
to an hold of the houſe of the god Berith. 

47 And it was told Abimelech, that

51 But there was a ſtrong tower with- 
in the city, and thither fled all the men 
and women, and all they of the city, and 
ſhut ie to them, and gat them up to the

52 And Abimelech came unto the 
tower, and fought againſt it, and went 
hard unto the door of the tower to burn 
it with fire, i 

53 And a certain woman caſt a piece 
of a milſtone upon Abimelech's head, 
and all to break his ſkull. | 

54 Then he called haſtily unto the young 
man his armour-bearer, and ſaid unto 
him, Draw thy ſword, and ſlay me, that 
men ſay not of me, A woman ſlew him. 
And his young man thruſt him through, 
and he died. 

55 And when the men of Ifracl ſaw 
that Abimelech was dead, they depart- 
ed every man unto his place 

6 7 Thus God rendered the wicked- 
neis of Abimelech which he did unto his 
father, in flaying his ſeventy brethren ; 

57 And all the evil of the men of She- 
chem did God render upon their heads : 
and upon them came the curſe of Jotham 
the ſon of Jerubhaal. |

12 The Zidonians alſo, and the Amale- 
kites, and the Maonites did —— you, 
and ye cried to me, and 1] delivered you 
out of their hand. 

13 Vet ye have forſaken me, and ſerv- 


ed other gods: wherefore I will deliver 


you no more. 

14 Go and cry unto the gods which 
ye have choſen ; let them deliver you in 
the time of your tribulation. 

15 And the children of Iſrael ſaid un- 
tothe LORD, We have finned : do thou un- 
to us whatſoever ſeemcth good unto thee ; 
deliver us only, we pray thee, this day. 

16 And they put away the ſtran 
7 — from among them, and ſerved the 

ORD : and his ſoul was grieved for the 
miſery of Iſrael. 

17 Then the children of Ammon were 
gathered together, and encamped in Gi- 
lead. And the children of Iſrael afſem- 
bled themſelves together, and encamped 
in Mizpch. 

18 And the people ard princes of Gi- 
lead ſaid one to another, What man i 
be that will begin to fight againſt the 
children of Ammon ? he ſhall be head 
over all the inhabitants of Gilead.

N W Jephthah the Gileadite was a 

mighty man of valour, and he 2vas 

the ſon of an harlot: and Gilead begat 


Jephthah, 
1 8 2 And 


Fephthab made captain. 


2 And Gilead's wiſe bare him ſons: and 


his wife's ſons grew up, and they thruſt 
out Jephthah, and ſaid unto him, Thou 
ſhalt not inherit in our father's houſe ; 
for thou art the ſon of a ſtrange woman. 

3 Then Jephthah fled from his bre- 
thren, and dwelt in the land of Tob: 
and there were gathered vain men to 
Jephthah, and went out with him, 

4 And it came to paſs in proceſs of 
time, that the children of Ammon made 
war againſt 1ſrael. 

5 And it was ſo, that when the child- 
ren of Ammon made war againſt Iſrael, 
the elders of Gilead went to fetch Jeph- 
thah out of the land of Tob. 

6 And they taid unto Jephthah, Come, 
and be our captain, that we may fight 
with the children of Ammon. 

7 And jephthah ſaid unto the elders 
of Gilead, Did not ye hare me, and ex- 
pel me out of my father's houſe ? and why 
are ye come unto me now when ye are in 
diſtreſs ? 

8 And the elders of Gilegd ſaid unto 
J:phthah, Therefore we ror again to 
thee now, that thou mayet} go with us, 
and fight againſt the children of Ammon, 
and be our head over all the inhabitants of 
Gilead. 

=P ney ſaid unto the elders of 
Gilead, If ye bring me home again to fight 
againſt the children of Ammon, and the 
LORD deliver them before me, ſhall I be 
your head ? | ; 

10 And the elders of Gilead faid unto 
Jephthah, The LORD be witneſs between 
us, if we do not ſo according to thy words. 

11 Then Jephthah went with the el- 
ders of Gilead, and the people made him 
head and captain over them: and Jeph- 
thah ut all his words before the 
LoRD in Mizpeh. 

12 And lephthah ſent meſſengers unto 
the king of the children of Ammon, ſay- 
ing, What haſt thou to do with me, that 
— art come againſt me to fight in my 
and? 

13 And the king of the children of Am- 
mon anſwered unto the meſſengers. of 
Jephthah, Becauſe Iſrael took away my 
land when they came up out cf Egypt, 
from Arnon even unro Jabbok, and unto 
Jordan. Now therefore reſtore thoſe /ands 
again peaceably. 

14 And Jephthah ſent meſſen a- 
gain unto the king of the children of 
Ammon; | | 

15 And ſaid unto him, Thus faith 
Jephthah, Iſrael took not hs the land 
of Moab, nor the land of the children of 
Ammon : 


16 But when Iſrael came up from E-

gypt, and walked through the wilderneſs 
unto the Red-ſea, and came to Kaden; 

17 Then Iſrael ſent meſſengers unto the 
king of Edom, laying, Let me; I pray 
thee, paſs through thy land: but the 
king of Edom would not hearken there- 
to. And in like manner they ſent unto 
the king of Moab ; but he would not con- 


ſent, And Iſrael abodein Kadeſh. 


18 Then they went along through the 
wilderneſs, and com the land of 
Edom, and the land of Moab, and came 
by the eaſt · fide of the land of Moab, and 
pitched on the other fide of Arnon, but 
came not within the border of Moab : 
for Arnon was the border of Moab, 

19 And Iſrael ſent meſſengers unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, the king of 
Heſhbon ; and Iſrael ſaid unto him, Let 
us paſs, we pray thee, through thy land 
unto my place. 

20 But Sihon truſted not Iſrael to paſs 
through his coaſt : but Sihon gathered 
all his people together, and pitched in 
Jahaz, and fought againſt Iſrael. 

21 And the LORD God of Iſrael de- 
livered Sihon and all his people into the 
hand of Iſrael, and they ſmote them: ſo 
Ifrael poſſeſſed all the land of the Amo- 
rites the inhabitants of that country. : 

22 And they poſſeſſed all the coaſts of 
the Amorites, from Arnon even unto 
Jabbok, and from the wilderneſs even 
unto Jordan. 

23 So now the LORD God of Iſrael 
hath diſpoſſeſſed the Amorites from be- 
—_— Popes Iſrael, and ſhouldeſt thou 
poſſeſs it 

24 Wilt not thou poſſeſs that which 
Chemoſh thy god giveth thee to poſſeſs ? 
ſo whomſoever the LORD our God ſhall 
drive out from before us, them will we 
poſſeſs. | 

25 And now art thou any thing better 
than Balak the ſon of Zippor kin 
Moab? did he ever ſtrive againſt I, 
or did he ever fight againſt them, 

26 While Iſrael dwelt in Heſhbon and 
her towns, and in Aroer and her towns, 
and in all the cities that be along by the 
coaſts of Arnon, three hundred years? 
why therefore did ye not recover them 
within that time ? ; 

27 Wherefore I have not ſinned againſt 
thee, but thou doeſt me wrong to war a- 
gainſt me: the LORD the Judge be 1185 
this day between the children of 


and the children of Ammon. 


28 Howbeit, the king of the children of 
Ammon hearkened not unto the words 
of Jephthah which he ſent him. 

29 Then the Spirit of the LORD came 
upon Jephthab, and he paſſed we oe

Jepbebab's raſh wow, 
lead, and Manaſſeh, and paſſed over 
Mizpeh of Gilead, and from Mizpeh of 
Gilead he paſſed over unto the children of 
Ammon. . 

30 J And Jephthah vowed a vow unto 
the LORD, and ſaid, If thou ſhalt with- 
out fail deliver the children of Ammon 
iato mine hands; 

31 Then it ſhall be, that whatſoever 
cometh forth of the doors of my houſe 
to meet me, when I return in peace from 
the children of Ammon, ſhall ſurely be 
the LorD's, and I will offer it up tor a 
burnt-offering. 

2 So Jephthah paſſed over unto the 
children of Ammon to fight againſt them; 
and the LORD delivered them into his 
hands. 

33 And he ſmote them from Aroer 
even till thou come to Minnith, even 
twenty cities; and unto the plain of the 
vineyards, with a very great ſlaughter. 
Thus the children of Ammon were ſub- 
dued before the children of Iſrael. 

34 4 And Jephthah came to Mizpeh 
unto his houſe, and behold, his daugh- 
ter came out to meet him with timbrels 
and with dances : and ſhe evas bis only 
child; beſide her he had neither fon nor 
daughter. | 

35 And it came to paſs when he ſaw 
her, that he rent his clothes, and ſaid, A- 
las, my daughter, thou haſt brought me 
very low, and thou art one of them that 
trouble me: for I have opened wo; mouth 
unto the LORD, and I cannot ack. 

36 And ſhe ſaid unto him, My father, 
if thou haſt opened thy mouth unto the 

RD, do to me according to that which 
hath proceeded out of thy mouth; for- 
aſmuch as the LORD hath taken ven- 
geance for thee of thine enemies, et of 
the children of Ammon. 

And the ſaid unto her father, Let 
this thing be done for me: Let me a- 
lone two months, that I may go up and 
down upon the mountains, and bewail 
my virginity, I and my fellows. 

38 And he ſaid, Go. And he ſent her 
away for two months. And ſhe went 
with her companions, and bewailed her 

irginity upon the mountains, | 

39 And it came to paſs at the end © 
two months, that ſhe returned unto her 
father, who did with her according to his 
vow which he had vowed, And ſhe knew 
no man. And it was a cuſtom in Iſrael, 

40 That the daughters of Iſrael went 
yearly to lament the daughter of Jeph- 
thah the Gileadite four days in a year.

Shibboleth; and he ſaid Sibbolerh : for 
he could not frame to pronounce it right. 
Then they took him, and flew him at 
the paſſages of Jordan. And there feil 
at that time of the Ephraimites forty and 
two thouſand, 

74 And Jephthah judged Iſrael fix 
years : then died Jephthah the Gileadite,

8 And after him Ibzan of Beth-lehem 
judzed Ifrael. 

9 And he had thirty ſons, and thirty 
daughters whom he fent abroad, and took 
in thirty daughters from abroad for his 
ſons : and he judged Iſrael ſeven years. 

10 Then died Ibzan, and was buried 
at Beth-lehem. | 

11 And after him, Elon a Zebulonite 
judged Iſrael, and he judged Iſrael ten 
years. 

12 And Elon the Zebulonite died, and 
was buried in Aijalon in the country of

1 3 And after him, Abdon the ſon of 
Hiilel a Pirathonite judged Iſrael. 

14 And he had forty ſons, and thirty 
nephews, that rode on threeſcore and 
ten aſs-colts : and he judged Iſrael eight 
ears.

14 And of the Levites; Shemaiah the 
ſon of Hasſhub, the ſon of Azrikam, the 
ſon of Haſhabiah, of the ſons of Merari ; 

15 And Bakbakkar, Hereſh, and Ga- 
lal, and Mattaniah the ſon of Micah, 
the ſon of Zichri, the ſon of Aſaph : 

16 And Obadiah the fon of Shemaiah;, 
the ſon of Galal, the ſon of Jeduthun ; 
and Berechiah the ſon of Aſa, the ſon 
of Elkanah, that dwelt in the villages 
of the Netophathites. 

17 And the porters were Shallum, and 
Akkub, and Talmon, and Ahiman, and 
their brethren : Shallum vas the chief; 

18 Wha hitherto warred in the king's 
gate eaſt ward: they were porters in 
the companies of the children of Levi. 

19 And Shallum the ſon of Kore, the 
ſon of Ebiaſaph, the ſon of Korah, and 
his brethren, of the houſe of his father, 
the Korahites, were over the work oh 
the ſervice, k of the gates of the 
tabernacle : and their fathers being over 
the hoſt of the LORD, were Keepers of 
the entry. P | 

20 And Phinehas the fon of Eleazar 
was the ruler over them in time paſt, 
and the LORD was with him, p 

21 And Zechariah the ſon of Meſhele- 
miah was „er. of the door of the ta- 
bernacle of the congregation. pn 0 
2 All whoſe which woe choſen to be 
| porters | _ 


The charge of certain Leviter, 


_ porters in the gates were two hundred 
and twelve. heſe were reckoned by 
their genealogy in their villages, whom 
David and Samuel the ſeer did ordain 
in their ſet-office. 

23 So they and their children had the 
overſight of the gates of the houſe of 
the LORD, namely, the houſe of the ta- 
bernacle, by wards, 

24 In four quarters were the porters, 
toward the eaſt, weſt, north, and ſouth. 

25 And their brethren, which vere in 
their villages, were to come after ſeven 
days from time to time with them. 

26 For theſe Levites, the four chief 
porters, were in zheir ſet-office, and 
were over the chambers and treaſuries 
of the houſe of God. 

27 J And they lodged round about 
the houſe of God, . becauſe the charge 
was upon them, and the opening there- 
of every morning pertained to them. 

28 And certain of them had the cha 

of the miniſtring-veſſels, that they ſhould 
bring them in and out by tale. 

29 Some of them alſo were appointed 
to overſee the veſſels, and all the in- 
ſtruments of the ſanctuary, and the fine 
flour, and the wine, and the oil, and the 
frankincenſe, and the ſpices. 

30 And /ome of the ſons of the prieſts 


made the ointment of the ſpices. 


31 And Mattithiah, one of the Levites, 
who «vas the firſt-born of Shallum the 
Korahite, had the ſet- office over the 
things that were made in the pans. 

32 And other of their brethren, of the 
ſons of the Kohathites, were over the 
ſhew-bread to prepare iz every ſabbath. 

33 And theſe are the fingers, chief of 
the fathers of the Levites, who remainin 
in the chambers were free: for they we 
employed in that work day and night. 

34 Theſe chief fathers of the Levites 
were chief throughout their genera- 
tions : theſe dwelt at Jeruſalem. 

3.1 And in Gibeon dwelt the father 
of Gibeon, Jehiel, whoſe wife's name

40 And the ſon of — 2 was Me- 
rib-baal : and Merib-haal begat Micah,

4 4 And David and all Iſrael went to 
eruſalem, which is Jebus; where the je- 

fites were, the inhabitants of the land. 

5 And the inhabitants of Jebus ſaid 
to David, Thou ſhalt not come hither. 
Nevertheleſs, David took the caſtle of 
Zion, which is the city of David. 

6 And David ſaid, Whoſoever ſmiteth 
the Jebuſites firſt, ſhall be chief and 
captain. So Joab the ſon of Zeruiah 
went firſt up, and was chief. | 

7 And David dwelt in the caſtle; there- 
fore they called it, The city of David. 

8 And he built the city round about, 
even from Millo round about : and Joab 
repaired the reſt of the city. 

9 So David waxed greater and greater: 
for the LORD of hoſts wwas with him.

22 Benaiah the fon of Jehoiada, the 


ſon of a valiant man, of Kabzeel, who 


had done many acts: he flew two lion- 
like men of Moab; alſo he went down 
and flew a lion in a pit in a ſnowy day. 

23 And he flew an Egyptian, a man 
of great ſtature, five cubits high; and 
in the Egyptian's hand was a ſpear 
like a weaver's beam; and he went 
down to him with a ſtaff, and plucked 
the ſpear out of the Egyptian's hand, 
and flew him with his own ſpear.

and to praiſe, the LorD ſet ambuſh-

Moab, and mount Seir, which were come 
againſt Jud ch; and they were ſmitten. 
23 For the children of Ammon and 
Moab ſtood up againſt the inhabitants 


of mount Scir, utterly to ſlay and deſtroy 


toem : and when they had made an end 
of the inhabitants of Seir, every one 
helped to deſtroy another. 

24 And when Judah came toward the 
watch-tower in the wilderneſs, they 
looked unto the multitude, and behold, 
they were dead bodies fallen to the 
earth, and none eſcaped. 

25 And when Jehoſhaphat and his peo- 
ple came to take away the ſpoil of them, 
they found among them in abundances 
both riches with the dead bodies, and 


precious jewels, which they ſtripped off 


for themſelves, more than they could car- 
ry away: and they were three days in 
gathering of the ſpoil ; it was ſo much. 

26 And on the fourth day they aſſem- 
bled themſelves in the valley of Berach- 
ah; for there they bleſſed the LORD.

2 And Hezekiah appointed the cour- 
ſes of the prieſts and the Levites after their 
courſes, every man according to his ſer- 
vice, the prieſts and Levites for burnt- 
offerings, and for peace-offerings, to mi- 
niſter and to wy thanks, and to praiſe 
in the gates of the tents of the LoRD., 

He at pointed alſo the king's portion 
of his ſubitance for the burnt- offerings, 
ro wit, for the morning, and evening 
burnt- offerings, and the burnt-offerings 
for the ſabbaths, and for the new-moons, 
and for the ſet-feaſts, as it is written in 
the law of the LORO. | 

4 Moreover, he commanded the 
ple that dwelt in Jeruſalem to give the 
portion of the prieſts and the Levites, 
that they might be encouraged in the 
law of the LoRD. 

5 And as ſoon as the commandment came 
abroad, the children of Iſrael brought in 
abundance the firſt-fruits of corn, wine, 
and oil, and honey, and of all the in- 
creaſe of the field ; and the tithe of all 
things brought they in abundantly. 

6 And concerning the children of Iſrael 


and Judah that dwelt in the cities of Ju- 


dah, they alſo brought in the tithe of 0x-

15 And next him were Eden, and Mi- 
niamin, and Jeſhua, and Shemaiah, A- 
mariah, and Shecaniah in the cities of 
the prieſts, in their ſet-office, to give to 
their brethren by courſes, as well to the 
great as to the ſmall : 

16 Beſide their ealogy of males, 
from three years old and upward, even 
unto every one that enfereth into the 
houſe of the LORD, his daily portion for 
their ſervice in their charges according 
to their courſes; 

17 Both to the genealogy of the prieſts 
by the houſe of their fathers, and the Le- 
vites from twenty years old and upward, 
in their charges by their courſes; 

18 And to the genealogy of all their 
little ones, their wives, and their ſons, 
and their daughters, through all the con- 

ations : for in their ſet-office they 
anctified themſelves in holineſs. 

19 Alſo of the ſons of Aaron theprieſts, 
which were in the fields of the ſuburbs, 
of their cities, in every ſeveral city, the 
men that were expretſed by name, to 
give 2 to all the males among the 
prieſts, and to all that were reckoned by 
genealogies among the Levites.

7 Thus ſhe committed her whoredoms 
with them, with all them that «v:re the 
choſen men of Aſſyria, and with all on 
whom ſhe doted: with all their idols ſhe 
defiled her ſelf. 

8 Neither left ſhe her whoredoms 
brought from Egypt: for in her youth 
they lay with her, and they bruiſed the 
breaſts of her virginity, and poured their 
whoredom upon her. a 

9 Whereſore l have delivered her into 
the hand of her lovers, into the hand of 
the Aſſyrians, upon whom the doted. 

10 Theſe diſcovered her nakedneſs: 
they took her ſons and her daughters, and 
ſlew her with the fword : and ſhe became 


famous among women; for they had 
executed judgement upon her. 

11 And when her ſiſter Aholibah ſaw 
this, ſhe was more corrupt in her inordinate 
love than ſhe,and in her whoredoms more 


than her ſiſter in ber whoredoms. f

12 She doted upon the Aſſyrians her 
neighbours, captains and rulers, clothed 
molt gorgeouſſy, horſemen riding upon 
horſes, all of them deſirable young men. 

13 Then I ſaw that ſhe was defiled, 
tha: they took both one way, 

14 And that ſhe increaſed her whore- 
doms : for when ſhe ſaw men pourtray- 
ed upon the wall, the images of the Chal- 
deans pourtrayed with vermilion, 

15 Girded with girdles upon their 
loins, exceeding in dyed attire upon 
their heads, all of them princes to look 
to, aſter the manner of the Babylonians 
of Chaldea the land of their nativity : 

16 And as ſoon as ſhe ſaw them wit 
her eyes, ſhe doted upon them, and ſent 
meſſengers unto them into Chaldea. 

17 And the Babylonians came to her 
into the bed of love, and they defiled 
her with their whoredom, and ſhe was 
polluted with them, and her mind was 
alienated from them, 

18 So ſhe diſcovered her whoredoms, 
and diſcovered her nakedneſs: then my 
mind was alienated from her, like as 
mind was alienated from her ſiſter. 

19 Yet ſhe multiplied her whoredoms, 
in calling to remembrance the days of 
her youth, wherein ſhe had played the 
harlot in the land of Egypt. 

20 For ſhe doted upon their paramours, 
whoſe fleſh is as the fleſh of aſſes, and 
whoſe iſſue is like the iſſue of horſes.

10 And the little chambers of the gate 
eaſt-ward were three on this fide, and 
three on that fide; they three were of 
one meaſure : and the poſts had one 
meaſure on this fide, and on that ſide. 

11 And he meaſured the breadth of the 
entry cf the gate, ten cubits; and the 
length of the gate, thirteen cubits. 

12 The ſpace alſo before the little 
chambers was one cubit on this fide, and 
the ſpace us one cubit on that ſide : 
and the little chambers were fix cubits 
on this fide, and fix cubits on that fide. 

13 He meaſured then the gate from 
the rcof of one little chamber to the roof 
of another: the breath was five and 
twenty cubits, door againſt door. 

14 He made alſo poſts, of threeſcore 
cubits, even unto the poſt of the court 
round ah. ut the gate. 

15 And from the face of the gate of 
the entrance unto the face of the porch 
of the inner gate were fifty cubits. 

16 And there w-re narrow windows to

27 And there was a gate in the inner 
court toward the ſouth : and he meaſur- 
ed from gate to gate toward the ſouth 
an hundred cuhits. 

28 And he brought me tothe inner court 
by the ſouth gate : and he meaſured the 
ſouth- gate according to theſe meaſures ; 

29 And the little chambers thereof, and 
the poſts thereof, and the arches thereof 
according to theſe meaſures : and rbere 
were windows in it, and in the arches 
thereof round about: it evas wh cubits 
long, and five and twenty cubits broad. 

30 And the arches round about were 
five and twenty cubits long, and five 


cubits broad. 
31 And the arches thereof were to- 


ward the utter court ; and my 
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The buildings and

18 And he ſaid unto me, Son of man, 
thus ſaith the Lord GOD; Theſe are the 
ordinances of the altar, in the day when 
they ſhall make it, to offer burnt-offerings 
thereon, and to ſprinkle blood thereon. 

4 Hara thou ſhalt give to the prieſts 
the Levites that be of the ſeed of Zadok 
which approach unto me, to miniſter 
unto me, ſaith the Lord GoD, a young 
bullock tor a fin-offering. 

20 And thou ſhalt take of the blood 
thereof, and put it on the four horns of 
it, and on the four corners of the ſettle, 
and upon the border round about. Thus 
ſhalt thou cleanſe and purge it. 

21 Thou ſhalt take the bullock alſo of 
the fin-offering, and he ſhall burn it in 
the appointed place of the houſe with- 
out the ſanctuary. 

22 And on the ſecond day thou. ſhalt 
offer a kid of the goats without blemiſh 
for a fin-offcring ; and they ſhall cleanſe 
the altar, as they did cleanſe i: with the 
bullock.

8 Daniel, Hananiab, 
Miſbael, and Azariab, refiiſing the king: 
_ Þortion, do proſper with pulſe and vater. 
N the third year of the reign of Jehoi- 
akim king of Judah came Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon unto Jeruſa- 


lem, and beſieged it. d: 
2 And the Lord gave Jehoiakim king 
of Judah into his hand, with part of the 
veſſels of the houſe of God : which he car- 
ried into the land of Shinar to the kouſe 
of his god; and he yp, the veſſels 

into the treaſure-houſe of hi 
3 And 


god. 


3 And the king ſpake unto Aſhpenaz 
the matter of his eunuchs, that he Id 

ing certain of the children of Iſrael, and 
of the king's ſeed, and of the princes; 

4 Children in whom was no blemiſh, 
but well-faroured, and ſkilful in all wiſ- 
dom, and cunning in knowledge, and 
underſtanding ſcience, and ſuch. as tad 
ability in them to ſtand in the king's pa- 
lace, and whom they might teach the 
learning and the tongue of the Chaldeans. 
5 And the king appointed them a daily 
proviſion of the king's meat, and of the 
wine which he drank : {o nouriſhing them 
three years, that at the end thereot they

Daniel, I fear my lord the king, 
who hath appointed your meat and your 
drink : for why ſhould he fee your taces 
worſe liking than the children which are 
of. your ſort? then ſhall ye make mz? en- 
danger my head to the king. * | 

21 Then ſaid Daniel to Melzar, whom 
the prince of the eunuchs had ſet over 
Daniel, Hananiah, Miſhael, and Azariah. 

12 Prove thy ſervants, I beſeech | thee, 
ten-days; and let them -give us pulſe to 
eat, and water to drink. 

13 Then let our countenances be look - 
ed upon before thee, and the counte- 
nance of the children that eat of the por- 
tion of the king's meat : and as thou 
ſeeſt, deal with thy ſervants. 

14 So he cenſented to them in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. 

15 And at the end * ten 9 
countenances appeared airer and fatter 
in fleſh than all the children which did 
eat the portion of the king's meat.

3 And the king ſaid unto them, I have 
dreamed | a dream, and my ſpirit was 
troubled to know the dream. | 

4 Then ſpake the Chaldeans to the king 
in Syriack, O king, live for ever: tell thy 
ſervants the dream, and we will ſhew the 
interpretation. . 2 

5 The king anſwered and ſaid to the 
Chaldeans, The thing is gone from me: 
if ye will not make known unto me the 
dream, with the interpretation thereof, 
ye ſhall be cut in pieces, and your houſes 
ſhall be made a dunghill. 

6 But it ye ſhew the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof, ye ſhall receive of 
me gifcs, and rewards and great honour; 
theretore ſhe me the dream, and the in- 
terpretation thereof, | 

7 They anſwered again and ſaid, Let 
the king tel his ſervants the dream, and 
we will ſhew the interpretation of it. 

8 And the-king anſwered and ſaid, I 
know of certainty that ye would gain the 
time, becauſe ye ſee the thing is gone 
from me, 

9 Bur if ye will nor make known unto 
me the dream, there is but one decree for 
you : for ye have prepared lying and cor- 
rupt words to ſpeak before me, till the 
time be changed: therefore tel} me the 
dream, and 1 ſhall know that ye can 


fſhew me the interpretation thereof. 
10 The Chaldeans anſwered before the 
king, and faid, There is not a man upon 


the earth that can ſhew the king's w- 


king

ter: therefore there is no king; lord, nor 
ruler, that aſked ſuch things at any magi- 
cian, or aſtrologer, or Chaldean. 

11 Ard z is 2 rare thing that the king 
requircth, and there is none other that 
can ſhew it before the king, except the 
gods, whoſe dw*lling is not with fleſh, 

12 For this cauſe the king was angry 
and very furious, and commanded to de- 
{troy all the wiſe- men of Babylon, 

13 And the decree went forth that the 
wiſe-men ſhoul! be ſlain; and they ſought 
Daniel and his fellows to be ſlain. 

14 J Then Daniel anſwered with coun- 
ſel and wiſdom to Arioch the captain of 
the king's guard, which was gone forth 
to ſlay the wiſe-men of Babylon: 

15 He anſwered and fiid to Arioch the 
king's captain, Why is the deeree ſo haſty 
from the king? Then Arioch made the 
thing known to Dan. el. | . 

16 Thea Daniel went in, and deſired 
of the king that he wou!d give him time, 
and that he would ſhew the king the in- 
terpretation, 

17 And Daniel went to his houſe, and 
made the thing known to Hananiah, 
Miſhael, and Azariah his companions 

18 That they would Ccfire mercies of 
the God of heaven concerning this ſecret; 
that Daniel and his tellows ſhould nor 

riſh with the reſt of the wiſe- men of 

abylon, 

19 Then was the ſecret revealed unto 
Daniel in a night-viſion. Then Daniel 
bleſſed the God of heaven: 

20 Daniel anſwered and ſaid, Bleſſed 
be the name of God for ever and ever: 
for wiſdom and might are his: 

21 And he changeth the times and the 
ſeaſons : he removeth kings, and ſetteth 
up kings : he giveth wiſdom unto the 
wiſe, and knowledge to them that know 
underſtanding. 

22 He revealeth the deep and ſecret 
things: he knoweth what is in the dark- 
nefs, and the light dwelleth with him, 

23 1 thank thee, and praiſe thee, O 
thou God of my fathers, who haſt given 
me wiſdom and might, and haſt made 
known unto me now what we defired of 
thee : for thou haſt zcww made known un- 
to us the king's matter. 

24 Therefore Daniel went in unto A- 
noch, whom the king had ordained to de- 
firoy the wiſe-men ot Babylon: he went, 


and ſaid thus unto him, Deſtroy not the 
dell, the beaſts of the field and the fowls 


Wiſe-men of Babylon : bring me in before 
the king, and 1 will ſhew unto the king 
ne interpretation. 

25 Then Arioch brought in Daniel be-

15 Now if ye be ready that at what 
time ye hear the found of the cornet, 
fiute, harp, ſackbut, pſaltery, and dul- 
cimer, and all kinds of mulick, ye tal!

ye ſhall be caſt the ſame hour into the 
midſt of a burning fiery furnace : and 
who is that God that ſhall deliver you 
out of my hands? 

16 Shadrach, Meſhach, and Abed-ne- 
go anſwered and ſaid to the king, O 
Nebuchadnezzar, we are not caretul to 
anſwer thee in this matter. 

17 If it be ſo, our God, whom we ſerve, 
is able to deliver us from the burning 
fiery furnace, and he will deliver us out of 
tiine hand, O king. 

18 But if not, be it known unto thee, 
O king, that we will not ſerve thy gods, 
nor worſhip the golden image which thou 
haſt ſet up. 

19 7 ＋ hen was Nebuchadnezzar full 
of fury, and the form of his viſage was 
changed againſt Shadrach, Meſhach, and 
Abed-nego : therefore he ſpake, and com- 
manded that they ſhould heat the fur- 
nace one ſeven times more than it was 
wont to be heated. 

20 And he commanded the moſt mighty 
men that evere in his army to bind Sha- 
drach, Meſhach, and Abed-nego, and to 
caſt rbem into the burning fiery furnace. 

21 Then theſe men were hound in 
their coats, their hoſe, and their hats, and 
their other garments, and were cait into 
the midſt of the burning fiery furnace, 

22 Therefore becauſe the King's com- 
mandment was urgent, and the furnace 
exceeding hot, the flame of the fire flew 
thoſe men that took up Shadrach, Me- 
ſhach, and Abed-nego. 

23 And theſe three men, Shadrach, Me- 
ſhach, and Abed-nego, fell down bound 
into the midſt of the burning fiery furnace, 

24 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king was 
aſtoniſhed, and roſe up in hafte, and ſpake 
and ſaid unto his counſellers, Did not we 
caſt three men bound into the midſt of 
the fire? They anſwered and ſaid unto 
the king, True, O king. 

25 He anſwered and ſaid, Lo, I ſee 
four men looſe walking in the midſt of 
the fire, and they have no hurt : and the 
form of the fourth is like the Son of God, 

26 Then Nebuchadnezzar came near to 
the mouth of the burning fiery ſurnace, 
and ſpake and ſaid, Shadrach, Meſhach, 
aud Abed-nego, ye ſervants of the moſt 
high God, come forth, and come hirher.

28 PERES; thy kingdom is divided, 
and given to the Medes and Perfians, 
29 Then commanded Belſhazzar, and 
they clothed Daniel with ſcarlet, and put 
a chain of gold about his neck, and made 
a proclamation concerning him, that he 
ſhould be the third ruler in the kingdom, 
In that night was Belſhazzar the 
king of the Chaldeans ſlain, 
37 And Darius the Median took the 
kingdom, beirg about threeſcore and two 


years old. 
1 Daniel's er ment. 10 He is caſt Im 
the 42 5 lions, 18 and * * 
FF pleaſed Darius to fet over the'king- 
dom an hundred and twenty prinees, 
which ſhould be over the whole kingdom ;

2 And over theſe, three preſidents ; of 
whom Daniel was firſt : that the princes 
might give accounts unto them, and the 
king thould have no damage. 

3 Then this Daniel was preferred above 
the prefidents and princes, becauſe an ex- 
cellent ſpirit was in him: and the kin 
thought to ſet him over the whole realm. 

4 Then the prefidents and princes ſought 
to ind occaſion againſt Daniel concerning 
the kingdom; but they could find none 
occation nor fault; foraſmuch as he was 
faithful, neither was there any error or 
fault found in him. 

5 Then ſaid theſe men; We ſhall nct 
find any occafion againſt this Daniel, ex- 
cept we find it . him concerning 
the law of his God. 

6 Then theſe preſidents and princes aſ- 
ſembled together to the king, and ſaid 
thus unto him, King Darius, live for ever, 

7 All the prefidents of the kingdom, 
the governors, and the princes, the coun- 
ſeilers, and the captains have conſulted 
together to eſtabliſh a royal ſtatute, and 
to make a firm decree, that whoſoever 
ſhall aſk a petition of any god or man for 
thi:ry days, fave of thee, O king, he fhall 
be caſt into the den of lions. 

8 Now, O king, eſtabliſh the decree 
and ſign the writing, that it be not chang- 
ed, according to the Jaw of the Medes and 
Perſians, which altereth not. 

9 Whereſore king Darius figned the 


writing and the decree, 


10 J Now when Daniel knew that the 
writing was ſigned, he went into his 
houſe ; and his. windows being open in 
his chamber toward Jeruſalem, he kneel- 
ed upon his knees three times a day, and 
prayed, and gave thanks before his God 
as he did aforetime, | 

11 Then theſe men aſſembled, and 
found Daniel praying and making ſup- 
plication before his God, 

12 Then they came near, and ſpake be- 
fore the king concerning the king's decree; 
Haſt thou not figned a decree, that every 
man that ſhall a(k a petition of any God or 
man within thirty days, ſave of thee, O 
king, ſhall be caſt into the den of lions? 
The king anſwered, and faid, The thing 1 
true, according to the law of the Medes 
and Perſians, which altereth not. 

13 Then anſwered and ſaid before 
the king, That Daniel which 7s of the 
ty of Judah regard- 
eth not thee, O king, nor the decree that 
thou haft ſigned, but maketh his petition 
three times a day. - © | 
14 Then the king when he heard 56. 
words, was fore diſpleafed with himſelf, 
and ſet bis heart on Daniet to deliver him:

15 Then theſe men aſſembled unto the 
king, and ſaid unto the king, Know, O 
king, that the law of the Medes and Per- 
ſians is, that no decree nor ſtatute which 
the king eſtabliſheth may be changed. 

16 Then the king commanded, and 
they brought Daniel, and caſt bim into 
the den of lions, Ne the king ſpake and 
faid unto Daniel, Thy God whom thou 
ſerveſt continually, he will deliver thee. 

17 And a ſtone was brought and laid 
upon the mouth of the den, and the kin 
fealed it with his own fignet, and with 
the ſignet of his lords; that the purpoſe 
might not be changed concerning Daniel. 

18 J Then the king went to his palace, 
and paſſed the night faſting : neither 
were inſtruments ot muſick brought be- 
fore him, and his ſleep went from him. 

19 Then the king aroſe very early in 
the morning, and went in haſte unto the 
den of lions. 

20 And when he came to the den, he 
cried with a tamentable voice unto Da- 
nicl 3 and the king ſpake and ſaid to Da- 
niel, O Daniel, ſervant of the living God, 
is thy God whom thou ſerveft continually 
able to deliver thee from the lions ? 

21 Then ſaid Daniel unto the king, O 
king, live for ever. ; 

22 My God hath ſent his angel, and 
hath ſhut the lions mouths, that they 
have not hurt me: foraſmuch as before 
him innocency was found in me; and alſo 
before thee, O king, have J done no hurt. 

23 Then was the king exceeding glad 
for ham, and commanded that they thould 
take Daniel up out of the den. So Da- 
nie} was taken up out of the den, and no 
manner of hurt was found upon him, be- 
cauſe he believed in his God. 

24 And the king commanded, and they 
brought thoſe men which had accuſed Da- 
niel, and they caſt them into the den of li- 
ons, them, their children, and their wives:

2 Daniel ſpake, and ſaid, I ſaw in my vi- 
fion by night, and behold, the four winds 
of the heaven ſtrove upon the great ſea. 

3 And four great beaſts came up from 
the ſea, divers one from another, 

4 The firſt was like a hon, and had 
eagle's wings: ard I beheld till the wings 
thereof were plucked, and it was lifted 
up from the earth, and made ſtand upon 
the feet as a man, and a man's neart was 
given to it. 

5 And behold, another beaſt, a ſecond 
like to a bear, and it raiſed up it ſelf on one 
ſide, and it had three ribs in the mouth of 
it between the teeth of it : and they ſajd 
thus unto it, Ariſe, devour much fleſh. 

6 After this I beheld, and lo, another 
like a leopard, which had upon the back 
of it four wings of a fowl; the beaſt had 


alſo four heads ; and dominion was givem 


to it, 

7 After this, I ſaw in the night-vi 
and behold, a fourth beaſt, dreadful an 
terrible, and ſtrong exceedingly z and it 
had great iron teeth: it devoured and 
break in pieces, and ſtamped the refidue 
with the feet of it: and it zvas divers from 
all the beaſts that were before it, and it 
had ten horns. | 

8 I conſidered the horns, and be 
there came up among them another little 
horn, before whom there were three of 
the firſt horns plucked up by the roots: 
and behold, in this horn were eyes hke 
the eyes of man, and a mouth ſpeaking 

9 Vl beheldtill the thrones were: caft 
down, and the Ancient of days did fit 
whoſe nt was white as ſnow, and 
the hair of his head like the pure wookz 
his throne vas lite the fiery flame, azd 
his wheels as burning fire. a 

10 A fiery ſtream iſſued and came 
forth from before him : thouſand thow- 
ſands miniſtered unto him, and ten thou- 
ſand times ten thoufand ſtood: before 
him: the judgement was ſer, and the 
books were opened.

"5 TI Daniel was grieved in my ſpirit 
in the midſt cf my body, and the viſions of 
my head troubled me. 

16 I came near unto one of them that 
ſtood by. and aſked him the truth of all 
this. So he told me, and made me know 
the interpretation of the things: 

17 Theſe great beaſts, which are four, 
are four kings, ⁊bich ſhall ariſe out of 
the earth. 

13 But the ſaints of the moſt High ſhall 
take the kingdom, and poſſeſs the king- 
dom for ever, even for ever and ever. 

19 Then 1 wouid know the truth of 
the fourth beaſt, which was divers from 
all the others, exceeding dreadful, whoſe 
teeth were of iron, and his nails ef braſs ; 
ewvbich devoured, brake in pieces, an 
ſtamped the reſidue with his feet; 

20 And of the ten horns that were in 
his head, and of the other which came 

, and before whom three fell; even « 
that horn that had eyes, and a mout 
that ſpake very great things, whoſe look 

vas more ſtout than his fellows. 

21 I beheld, and the ſame horn made 
war with the ſaints, and prevailed againſt

22 Until the Ancient of days came, and 


jud nt was ziven to the ſaints of the 
moſt High ; and the time came that the 
faints poſſeſled the kingdom. 


23 hus he ſaid, The fourth beaſt ſhall 
be the fourth kingdom upon earth, which 
ſhall be divers from all kingdoms, and 
ſhall devour the whole earth, and ſhall 
tread it down, and brake it in pieces. 

24 And the ten horns out of this king- 
dom are ten kings that ſhall ariſe: and 
another ſhall ariſe after them, and he ſhall 
be divers from the firſt, and he ſhall ſub- 


due three kings. 
25 And he ſhall ſpeak great words a- 
= the meſt High, ſhall wear out 
ſaints of the moſt High, and think to

change times and laws: and they ſhall 
be given into his hand until a time and 
times and the dividing of time. 

26 But the judgement ſhall fit, and they 
ſhall rake away his dominion, to conſume 
and to deſtroy it unto the end. 

27 And the kingdom and dominion, and 
the greatneſs of the kingdom under the 
whole heaven, ſhall be given to the people 
of the ſaints of the moſt High ; whoſe king- 
dom is an everlaſting kingdom, and all do- 
minions ſhall ſerve and obey him. 

28 Hitherto is the end of the matter, 
As for me Daniel, my cogitations much 
troubled me, and my countenance chang- 
ed in me: but I kept the matter in my

3 Then 1 lifted up mine eyes, and ſaw, 
and behold, there ſtood betore the river 
a ram which had two horns : and the two 
horns avere high, but one was higher than 
the other, and the higher came up laſt. 

4 I ſaw the ram puſhing weſt-ward, 
and north-ward, and ſouth-ward ; ſo 
that no beatts might ſtand before him, 
neither wwas there any that could deliver 
out of his hand, but he did according to 
his will, and became great. | 

5 And as I was conſidering, behold, an 
he-goat came from the welt on the face 
of * whole earth, and touched not the 

ound: and the goat bad a notable horn 

tween his eyes. 

6 And he came to the ram that had 
two horns, which I had ſeen ſtanding be- 
fore the river, and ran unto him in the 
fury of his power. 

7 And I ſaw him come cloſe unto the 
ram, and he was moved with choler a- 
3 him, and ſmote the ram, and brake 

is two horns : and there was no power 
in the ram to ſtand before him, but he 
caſt him down to the ground, and ſtamp- 
ed upon him : and there was none that 
could deliver the ram out of his hand, 

3 Therefore the he-goat waxed very 
great : and when he was ſtrong, the 
great horn was broken ; and for it came

The days of ſacrifice, 

And out of one of them came forth 
a little horn, which waxed exceeding 
great toward the ſouth, and toward the 
eaſt, and toward the pieaſant land. 

10 And it waxed great even to the hoſt 
of heaven: and it caſt down ſome of the 
holt and of the ſtars to the ground, and 
ſtamped upon them, 

11 Vea, he magnified bimſelf even to 
the prince of the hoſt, and by him the 
daily ſacrifice was taken away, and the 
place of his ſanctuary was caſt down. 

12 And an hoſt was given him againſt 
the daily ſacrifice by reaſon of tranſgreſ- 
nion, and it caſt down the truth to the 
ground, and it practiſed, and proſpered. 

13 7 Then I heard one ſaint ſpeaking, 
and another ſaint ſaid unto that certain 


ſaint which ſpake, How long fall be the 


viſion concerning the daily ſacrifice, and 
the tranſgreſſion of deſolation, to give 
both the ſanctuary and the hoſt to be 
troden under foot ? 

14 And he ſaid unto me, Unto two 
thouſand and three hundred days : then 
ſhall the ſanctuary be cleanſed, 

15 And it came to paſs when I, even I 
Daniel, had ſeen the viſion, and fought 
for the meaning, then behold, there ſtood 
before me as the appearance of a man. 

16 And I heard a man's voice between 
tbe banks of Ulai, which called, and ſaid, 
Gabriel, make this man to underſtand 
the viſion. 

17 So he came near where I ſtood : 
and when he came, I was afraid; and 
fell upon my face : but he ſaid unto me, 
Underſtand, O fon of man: for at the 
time of the end ball be the viſion. 

18 Now as he was ſpeaking with me 
Twas in a deep ſleep on my face towa 
the ground: dat he touched me, and ſet 
me upright. : 

19 And he ſaid, Behold, I will make 
thee know what ſhall be in the laſt end 
of the indignation; for at the time ap- 
pointed the end ball be. 

20 The ram which thou ſaweſt hav- 
ing two horns, are the kings of Media 
and Perſia, | 

21 And the rough goat is the king of 
Grecia : and the great horn that is be- 
tween his eyes, is the firſt — 

22 Now that being broken, whereas ſour 
ſtood up for it, four kingdoms ſhall ſtand 
up out of the nation, but not in his power. 

23 And in the latter time of their king- 
dom, when the tranſgrefſors are come to 
the full, a king of fierce countenance, and 
underſtanding dark ſentences, ſhall ſtand 


up. | 
And his power ſhall be mighty, but 
not by tis own power; and he ſhall de ·

ſtroy wonderfully, and ſhall prof and 
practiſe, and ſhall deſtroy the mighey 
and the holy people.

27 And 1 Daniel fainted and was fick 
certain days : afterward I roſe up and did 
the king's huſineſs: and I was aſtoniſhed 
at the viſion, but none underſtood it.

2 It was that Mary which anointed 
the Lord with 'ointment, and wiped his 
feet with her hair, whoſe brother Laza-. 
rus was ſick. 

3 Therefore his ſiſters ſent unto him, 
ſaying, Lord, behold, he whom thou 
loveſt is ſick. 

4 When Jeſus heard tbat, he ſaid, This 
ſickneſs is not unto death, but for the 
glory of God, that the Son of God 
might be glorified thereby. 

5 Now Jeſus loved Martha, and her 
fiſter, and Lazarus. 

6 When he had heard therefore that 
he was fick, he abode two days ſtill in 
the ſame place where he was. 

7 Then after that ſaith he to 57 diſci- 
ples, Let us go into Judea again. 

8 His _— ſay unto him, Maſter, 
the Jews © 
and goeft thou thither again? 

9 Jeſus anſwered, Are there not twelve 
hours in the day? If any man walk in 
the day, he ſtumbleth not, becauſe he 
ſeeth the light of this world. 

10 But it a man walk in the night, he 
—— becauſe there is no light in 


m. 

11 Theſe things ſaid he: and after 
that he ſaith unto them, Our friend La- 
zarus ſleepeth; but I go that I may a- 
wake him out of ſleep. 

12 Then ſaid his diſciples, Lord, if he 
ſleep, he ſhall do well. 

13 Howbeit, Jeſus ſpake of his death : 


but they thought that he had ſpoken of 


—_—_— reſt in ſleep. 
14 
Lazarus is dead. 

15 And I am glad for your ſakes that 
I was not there, to the intent ye may 

lieve: nevertheleſs, let us go unto him. 

16 Then ſaid Thomas, which is called 
Didymus, unto his fellow - diſciples, Let 
us alſo $0, that we may die with him. 

17 Then when Jeſus came, he found 
that he had lien in the grave four days 
already, 

18 Now Bethany was nigh unto Je- 
ruſalem, about fifteen furlongs off: 

19 And many of the Jews came to 
Martha and Mary to comfort them con- 
cerning their brother. 

20 Then Martha, as ſoon as ſhe heard 
that Jeſus was coming, went and met 
him : but May ſat fill in the houſe. 

21 Then ſaid Martha unto Jeſus, Lord,

late ſought to ſtone thee; 


hen ſaid Jeſus unto them plainly, 


Martha's faith in Cbrif, 

if thou hadſt been here, my brother had 
not died, 

22 But I know that even now whatſoever 
thou wilt aſk of God, God will give i: thee. 

24 Jeſus ſaith unto her, Thy brother 
ſhall riſe again. 

24 Martha ſaith unto him, I know 
that he ſhall riſe again in the reſurrec- 
tion at the laſt day.

28 And when ſhe had ſo ſaid, ſhe 
went her way, and called Mary her ſiſter 
ſecretly, ſaying, The maſter is come, and 
and calleth for thee. 

29 As ſoon as ſhe heard that, ſhe aroſe 
quickly, and came unto him. 

30 Now Jeſus was not yet come into 
the town, bur was in that place where 
Martha met him. 

31 The Jews then which were with her 
in the houſe, and comforted her, when 
they ſaw Mary that ſhe aroſe up haſtily 
and went out, followed her, ſaying, She 
goeth unto the grave to weep there. 

32 Then when Mary was come where Je- 
ſus was, and ſaw him, ſhe fell down at his 
feet, ſaying unto him, Lord, if thou hadſt 
been here, my brother had not died. 

33 When Jeſus therefore ſaw her 
weeping, and the Jews alſo weeping 
which came with her, he groaned in 
the ſpirit, and was troubled, 

34 And ſaid, Where have ye laid him? 
They ſay unto him, Lord, come and ſee. 


Jeſus wept. 
38 Then faid the Jews, Behold, how he 
loved him. 
37 And ſome of them ſaid, Could not 
this man, which opened the eyes of the 
blind, have cauſed that even this man 


ſhould not have died? 


38 Jeſus therefore again groaning in 
himſelf, cometh to the grave: it was a 


cave, and a ſtone lay upon it. 


39 Jeſus ſaid, Take ye away the ſtone, 
Martha, the fiſter of him that was dead, 
ſaith unto him, Lord, by this time he 
ſtinketh: for he hath been dead four days. 

40 Jeſus ſaith unto her, Said I not un- 
to thee that, If thou wouldeſt believe, 
thou ſhouldeſt ſee the glory of God? 

41 Then they took away the ſtone from 
the place where the dead was laid. And 
Jeſus lifted up his eyes and ſaid, Father, 

thank thee that thou haſt heard me. 

42 And I knew that thou heareſt me 
1 always: 


Chrift raiſeth Lazarus. 
always : but becauſe of the people which 
ſtand by I ſaid it, that they may believe 
that thou hait ſent me. 

43 And when he thus had ſpoken, he 
cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, come 
forth. 

44 And he that was dead came forth, 
bound hand and foot with grave-clothes : 
and his face was bound about with a 
napkin. Jeſus ſaith unte them, Looſe him, 
and let him go. 

45 Then many of the Jews which 
came to Mary, and had ſeen the things 
which Jeſus did, believed on him. 

46 Bur ſome of them went their ways 
to the Phariſees, and told them what 
things Jeſus had done. a : 

47 4 Then gathered the chief prieſts 
and the Phariſees a council, and faid, 
What do we? for this man doeth many 
miracles. 

48 If we let him thus alone, all men 
will believe on him: and the Romans 
ſnall come and take away both our place 
and nation. | : 

49 And one of them named Caiaphas, 
being the _ —— that ſame year, ſaid 
unto them, Ve know nothing at all, 

go Nor confider that it is expedient for 
us, that one man ſhould die for the geo- 
ple, and that the whole nation perith nor. 

51 And this ſpake he not of himſelf: but, 
being high prieſt that _ he prophefied 
that Jeſus ſhould die for that nation; 

52 And not for that nation only, but 
that alſo he ſhould gather together in 
one the children of God that were ſcat- 
tered abroad. 

53 Then from that day forth they took 
counſel together for. to put him to 
death. t, 

54 Jeſus therefore walked no more o- 
penly among the Jews ; but went thence 
unto a country near to the wilderneſs, 
into a city called Ephraim, and there 
continued with his diſciples.

9 Jeſus ſaith unto him, Have I been fo 
long time with you, and yet haſt thou 
not known me, Philip? he that hath ſeen 
me, hath ſeen the Father; and how ſay- 
eſt thou then, Shew us the Father?

5 They anſwered him, Jeſus of Na- 
zareth. Jefus ſaith unto them, I am he, 
And Judas alſo, which betrayed him, 
Nood with them. : 

6 As ſoon then as he had ſaid unto 
them, 1 am he, they went backward, and 
fell to the ground. 

7 Then aſked he them again, Whom 
ſeek ye? And they ſaid, Jeſus of Nazareth. 

8 Jeſus anſwered, I have told you that 
Jam be. If therefore ye ſeek me, let 
theſe go their way: 

9 That the ſaying might be fulfilled 
which he ſpake, Of them which thou 
gaveſt me have I loſt none. 

10 Then Simon Peter, having a ſword, 
drew it, and ſmote the high prieſt's ſerv- 
ant, and cut off his right ear. The ſerv- 
ant's name was Malchus. 

11 Then ſaid Jeſus unto Peter, Put u 
thy ſword into the ſheath: the cup whic 
my Father hath given me, I not 
drink it? 

12 Then the band and the captain 
and officers of the Jews took Jeſus, and 
bound * 

13 And led him away to Annas firſt: 
for he was father-in-law to Caiaphas, 
which was the high prieſt that ſame year.

14 Now Caiaphas was he which gave 
counſel to the Jews that it was 4 
that one man ſhould die ſor the people. 

15 And Simon Peter followed Jeſus, 
and ſo did another diſciple, That diſciple 
was known unto the high prieſt, and 
went in with Jeſus into the palace of 
the high prieſt. | 

16 But Peter ſtood at the door without. 
Then went out that other diſciple which 
was known unto the high prieſt, and 
ſpake unto her that kept the door, and 
brought in Peter. \ 

17 Then ſaith the damſel that kept the 
door unto Peter, Art not thou alſo one of 
this man's diſciples? He faith, I am not.

20 Jeſus anſwered him, I ſpake open- 
ly to the world; I ever taught in the ſy- 
nagogue, and in the temple, whither the 
Jews always reſort ; and in ſecret have I 
ſaid nothing. 

21 Why askeſt thou me? ask them 
which heard me what I have ſaid unto 
them : behold, _ know what I ſaid, 

22 And when he had thus ſpoken, one 
of the officers which ſtood by ſtruck Je- 
ſus with the palm of his hand, ſaying, 
Anſwereſt thou the high prieſt ſo? 

23 Jeſus anſwered him, If I have ſpok- 
en evil, bear witneſs of the evil: but if 
well, why ſmiteſt thou me ? 

24 Now Annas had ſent him bound 
unto Caiaphas the high prieſt. 

25 And Simon Peter ſtood and warm - 
ed himſelf. They ſaid therefore unto him, 
Art not thou alſo one of his diſciples? 
He denied it, and ſaid, I am not. 

26 One of the ſervants of the high 
prieſt, being his kinſman whoſe ear Pe- 
ter cut off, ſaith, Did not I ſee thee in 
the garden with him ? 

27 Peter then denied again: and im- 
mediately the cock crew. 

28 J Then led they Jeſus from Caiaphas 
unto the hall of judgement: and it was 
_ and they themſelves went not in- 
to the judgement-hall, leſt they ſhould be 
defiled ; but that they might eat the paſs- 
over. 

29 Pilate then went out unto them, 
and ſaid, What aceuſation bring ye a- 
gainſt this man? 

o They anſwered and ſaid unto him 
If he were not a malefactor, we would 
not have delivered him up unto thee.

39 But ye have a cuſtom that I ſhould 
releaſe unto you one at the paſs-over : 
will 555 therefore that I releaſe unto you 
the King of the Jews ?

7 The Jews anſwered him, We have a 
law, and by our law he ought to die, be- 
cauſe he made himſelf the Son of God. 

8 When Pilate therefore heard that 
ſaying, he was the more atraid ; 

9 And went again into the judgement- 
hall, and ſ2ith unto Jeſus, Whence art 


thou? But Jeſus gave him no anſwer, 


10 Then ſaith Pilate unte him, Speak- 
eſt thou not unto me ? knoweſt thou not 
that I have power to crucify thee, and 
have power to releaſe thee? 

11 Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldeſt have 
no power at all againſt me, except it 
were given thee from above: therefore 
he that delivered me unto thee hath the 
greater ſin. 

12 And from thenceforth Pilate ſought 
to releaſe him: but the Jews cried out, 
ſaying, If thou let this man go, thou art 
not Ceſar's friend. Whoſoever maketh 
himſelf a King ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. 

13 When Pilate therefore heard that 
ſaying, he brought Jeſus forth, and fat 
down in the judgement-ſeat, in a place 
that is called the Pavement, but in the 
Hebrew, Gabbatha. 

14 And it was the preparation of the 
2 and about the ſixth hour: and 
= ſaith unto the Jews, Behold your 

ng! 

15 But they cried out, Away with bim, 
away with bim, crucify him. Pilate ſaith 
unto them, Shall I crucify 8 King? 
the chief prieſts anſwered, We have no 
3 but Ceſar. 

16 Then delivered he him thereſore 
unto them to be crucified. And they 
took Jeſus, and led him away. 

17 And he bearing his croſs went forth 
into a place called the place of a Skull, 
which is called inthe Hebrew, Golgotha: 

18 Where they crucified him, and two 
other with him, on either fide one, and 
Jeſus in the midit, 

19 And Pilate wrote a title, and put 
it on the croſs: and the writing was, 
JESUS OF NAZARETH THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. 

20 This title then read many of the 
Jews: for the run where Jeſus was cru- 
cified was nigh to the city: and it was 
written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. 

21 Then ſaid the chief prieſts of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King of 
the — but that he ſaid, I am King of 
the Jews. 

22 Pilate anſwered, What I have writ- 
ten I have written. 

23 Then the ſoldiers, when they had 

u- 


Chriff's death, 
crucified Jeſus, took his garments and 
made four parts, to every ſoldier a part; 
and alſo bis coat: now the coat was with- 
outſeam,woven from the top throughout ; 

24 They ſaid therefore among them- 
ſelves, Ler us not rend it, but caſt lots 
for it, whoſe it ſhall be: that the ſcrip- 


ture might be fulfilled, which ſaith, They b 


parted my raiment among them, and for 
my veſture they did caſt lots, "Theſe 
things therefore the ſoldiers did. 

25 Now there ſtood by the croſs of Je- 
ſus his mother, and his mother's ſiſter, 
Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. 

26 When Jeſus therefore ſaw his mo- 
ther, and the diſciples ſtanding by whom 
he loved, he ſaith unto his mother, Wo- 
man, behold thy Son. 

27 Then ſaith he to the diſciple, Be- 
hold thy mother. And from that hour 
that diſciple took her unto his own eme. 

28 J Atter this Jeſus knowing that all 
things were now accompliſhed, that the 
ſcripture might be fulfilled, ſaith, I thirſt. 

29 Now there was ſet a veſſel full of 
vinegar : and they filled a —_ with 
vinegar, and put it upon hyſſop, and put 
it to his mouth. 

39 When Jeſus therefore had received 
the vinegar, he ſaid, It is finiſhed. And 


he bowed his head, and gave up the ghoſt. 


31 The Jews therefore, becauſe it was 
the preparation, that the bodies ſhould 
not remain upon the croſs on the ſab 
bath-day, (for that ſabhath-day was an 
high day,) beſought Pilate that their 
legs might be broken, and that they 
might be taken away. 

32 Then came the ſoldiers, and brake 
the legs of the firſt, and of the other 
which was crucified with him. 

33 But when they came to Jeſus, and 
ſaw that he was dead already, they 
brake not his legs. 

A But one of the ſoldiers with a ſpear 
pierced his fide, and forthwith came 
there out blood and water. 

35 And he that ſaw it, bare record, 
and his record is true: and he knoweth 
that he ſaith true; that ye might believe. 

36 For theſe things were done, that 
the ſcripture ſhould be fulfilled, A bone 
of him ſhall not be broken. | 

And again another ſcripture ſaith, 
ſhall look on him whom they 
pierced. 8 ; 

38 4 And after this, Joſeph of Arima- 
thea (being a diſciple of Jeſus, but ſe- 
cretly for fear of the Jews,) beſought 
Pilate that he might take away the body 
of Jeſus: and Pilate gave him leave. He 
came therefore and took the body of Jeſus,

39 And there came alſo Nicodemus, 

which at the firſt came to Jeſus by night, 

and brought a mixture of myrrhe and 
aloes about an hundred pound eweip br. 

40 Then took they the body of Jeſus, 
and wound it in linen clothes, with the 
ſpices, as the manner of the Jews is to 
ury. ö 

41 Now in the place where he was 

crucified there was a garden; and in 

the garden a new ſepulchre, wherein 
was never man yet lad. | 

42 There laid they Jeſus therefore, 
becauſe of the Jews preparation - day, for 
the ſepulchre was nigh at hand,

2 Then fhe runneth, and cometh to Si- 
mon Peter, and to the other diſciple 
whom jeſus loved, and ſaith unto them, 
8 have taken away the Lord out of 
the ſepulchre, and we know not where 
they have laid him. | 

3 Peter therefore went forth, and that 
other diſciple, and came to the ſepulchre, 

4 So they ran both together: and the 
other diſciple did out-run Peter, and 
came firſt to the ſepulchre. 

5 And he —_— down and lowking in 
ſaw the linen clothes lying ; yet went 
he not in. | 

6 Then cometh Simon Peter following 
him, and went into the ſepulchre, and 
ſeeth the linen clothes lie ;

but go to my brethren, and ſay unto them, 
I aſcend unto my Father and your Father, 
and to my God and your God. 

18 Mary Magdalene came and told 
the diſciples that ſhe had ſeen the Lord, 
— that he had ſpoken theſe things unto 

er. 

39 T Then the ſame day at evening, 
being the firſt day of the week, when the 
doors were ſhut where the diſciples were 
aſſembled for fear of the Jews, came Je- 
ſus and ſtood in the midit, and ſaith un- 
to them, Peace be unto you. 

20 And when he had to ſaid, he ſhewed 
unto them bis hands and his ſide, Then 
were the diſciples glad when they ſaw 
the Lord. 

21 Then ſaid Jeſus to them again, Peace 
be unto you.

4 But when the morning was now 
come, jeſus ſtood on the ſhore: but the 
diſciples knew not that it was Jeſus. 

5 'Then Jeſus ſaith unto them, Child- 
ren, have ye any meat? They anſwered 
him, No. 

6 And he ſaid unto them, Caſt the 
net on the right ſide of the ſhip, and ye 
ſhall find, They caſt therefore, and now 
they were not able to draw it for the 
multitude of fiſhes, 

7 Therefore that diſciple whom Jeſus 
loved faith unto Peter, It is the Lord. 
Now when Simon Peter heard that it 
was the Lord, he girt bis fiſher's coat 
unto bim, (for he was naked,) and did 
caſt himſeli into the ſea. 

8 And the other diſciples came in a 
little hip, (for they were not far from 
land, but as it were two hundred cubits,) 
dragging the net with fiſhes. | 

9 As ſoon then as they were come 
to land, they ſaw a fire of coals there, 
and fiſh laid thereon, and bread. 

10 Jeſus ſaith unto them, Bring of the 
fiſh which ye have now caught, 

11 Simon Peter went up, and drew the 
net to land full of great fiſhes, an hun- 
dred and fifty and three. And for all 
there were ſo many, yet was not the 
net broken. 

12 Jeſus ſaith unto them, Come and 
dine. And none of the diſciples durſt 
aſk him, Who art thou? knowing that 
it was the Lord. | 

13 Jeſus then cometh, and taketh bread, 
and giveth them, and fiſh likewiſe. 

14 This is now the third time that Je- 
ſus ſhewed himſelf to his diſciples after 
that he was riſen from the dead, 580

16 He ſaith to him again the ſecond 
time, Simon ſon of Jonas, loveſt thou me?

18 Verily verily 1 ſay unto thee, When 
thou waſt young. thou girdedit thy ſelf, 
and walkedſt whither thou wouldeſt : but 
when thou ſhalt be old, thou ſhalt ſtretch 
forth thy hands, and another ſhall gird 
thee, and carry rh whither thou would- 
eſt not. 

19 This ſpake he, ſignifying by what

trayeth thee ? b 

21 Peter ſeeing him, faith to Jeſus, 
Lord, and what h this man do? 

22 Jeſus ſaith unto him, If I will that 
he tarry till I come, what 7s that to thee ? 
Follow thou me. 

23 Then went this ſaying abroad among 
the brethren, that that diſciple ſhould not 
die; yet Jeſus ſaid not unto him, He ſhall 
not die: but, If I will that he tarry till I 
come, what is that to thee ? 

24 'This is the diſciple which teſtifieth 
of theſe things, and wrote theſe things: 
and we know that his teſtimony is true. 

25 And there are alſo many other

HE former treatiſe have I made 
O Theophulus, of all that jeſus 
began both to do and teach, 

2 Until the day in which he was taken 
up, after that he through the Holy Ghoſt 
had given commandments unto the a- 

ſtles whom he had choſen: 

3 To whom alſo he ſhewed himſelf a- 
live after his paſſion by many infallible 
proofs, being ſeen of them forty days, 
and ſpeaking of the things pertaining to 
the kingdom of God : 

4 And being aſſembled together with 
them, commanded them that they ſhould 
not depart from Jeruſalem, but wait for 
the promiſe of the Father, which, ſaitb 
be, ye have heard of me. 

5 For John truly baptized with water; 
but ye ſhall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghoſt not many days hence. | 

6 When they tkerefore were come to- 
gether, they aſked of him, ſaying, Lord, 
wilt thou at this time reſtore again the 
kingdom to Iſrael ? / 

7 And he ſaid unto them, It is not for 
you to know the times or the ſeaſons, 
which the Father hath put in bis own 


$ But ye ſhall receive power after that 
the Holy Ghoſt is come upon you: and 
ye ſhall be witneſſes unto me both in Je- 


ruſalem and in all Judea and in Sama- 
ria, _ unto the uttermoſt part of the 
eartn. : 

9 And when he had ſpoken theſe things, 
while they beheld, he was taken up; and 
a cloud received him out of their fight. 

10 And while they looked ſtedfaſtſy to- 
ward heaven, as he went up, behold, two 
men ſtood by them in white apparel ; 

11 Which alſo ſaid, Ye men of Gali- 
lee, why ſtand ye gazing up into heaven ?

4 Praifing God, and having favour 
with all the people. And the Lord added 
to the church daily ſuch as ſhould be ſaved, 

CHAP. III. 

1 Peter and John reſtore a lame man, 12 
aſcribing the cure to the name of Feſus, 19 
and exborting to repentance, 

OW Peter and John went up to- 
gether into the temple at the hour 
of prayer, being the ninth hour : 

2 Anda certain man lame from his mo- 
ther's womb was carried, whom they laid 
daily at the gate of the temple which is 
called Beautiful, to aſk alms of them that 
entered into the temple; 

3 Who ſeeing Peter and John about to 
go into the temple, aſked an alms. 

4 And Peter faſtening his eyes upon 


him, with John, ſaid, Look on us. 


5 And he gave heed unto them, expeA- 
ng to receive ſomething of them. 

Then Peter ſaid, Silver and gold have 
I none; but ſuch as I have give 1 thee: 
In the name of Jeſus Chriſt of Nazareth, 
riſe up and walk. 

7 And he took him by the right hand, 
and lifted bim up: and immediately his 
feet and ancle-bones received ſtrength. 

8 And he leaping up, ſtood, and walk- 
ed, and entered with them into the 
temple walking, and leaping, and praiſ- 
ing God, 

9 And all the people ſaw him walking 
and praiſing God: 

10 And they knew that it was he which 
ſat for alms at the Beautiful gate of the 
temple: and they were filled with wonder 
and amazement at that which had hap- 

ed unto him. | 

11 And as the lame man which was 
healed held eter and John, all the peo- 
ple ran together unto them in the porch 
_ is called Solomon's, greatly won- 

ing. 

12 Sand when Peter ſaw it, he anſwered 
unto the 22 Ye men of Iſrael, wh 
marvel! ye at this? or why loek ye ſo 
earneſtly on us, as though by our own 
power or holineſs we had made this 
man to walk? :

13 The God of Abraham and of Iſaac 
and of Jacob, the Cod of our fathers 
hath glorified his Son Jeſus; whom ye 
delivered up, and denied him in the pre-

14 But ye denied the Holy One, and 


the Juſt, and defired a murderer to be 


granted unto you; 

15 And killed the prince of Life, whom 
God hath raiſed from the dead ; whereof 
we are witnelles : 

16 And his name, through faith in his 
name, hath made this man ſtrong, whom 
ye ſee and know: yea, the faith which 
is by him hath given him this perſect 
ſoundneſs in the preſence of you all. 


17 And now, brethren, I wot that 


through ignorance ye did it, as did alſo 
your rulers. 

18 But thoſe things which God before 
had ſhewed by the mouth of all his pro-

19 J Repent ye therefore, and be con- 
verted, that your fins may be blotted out, 
when the times of refreſhing ſhall come 
from the preſence of the Lord ; 

20 And he ſhall ſend Jeſus Chriſt, which 
before was preached unto you: 

21 Whom the heaven muſt receive 
until the times of reſtitution of all 
things, which God hath ſpoken by the 
mouth of all his holy prophets ſince 
the world began. | 

22 For Moſes truly ſaid unto the fathers, 
A prophet ſhall the Lord your God raiſe 
up unto you of your brethren, like un- 
to me; him e hear in all things 
whatſoever he ſhall ſay unto you. 

23 And it ſhall come to paſs, tat every 
ſoul which will not hear that prophet 
ſhall be deſtroyed from among the people. 

24 Yea, and all the prophets from Sa- 
muel, and thoſe that follow after, as ma- 
ny as have _ have likewiſe fore- 
told of theſe days. 

25 Yeare the children of the prophets, 
and of the covenant which God made 
with our fathers, ſaying unto Abraham, 
And in thy ſeed ſhall all the kindreds of 
the earth be bleſſed. 

26 Unto you firſt, God having raiſed up 
his Son Jeſus, ſent him to bleſs you, in 
turning away every one of you from his 


iniquities. 
C HAP. IV. 
1 Peter and John 5 — Their de- 
fence. 13 They are threatened. 
ND as they ſpake unto the people, 
the priefis and the captain of the

9 If we this day be examined of the 
good deed done to the impotent man, by 
what means he is made ; 

10 Be it known unto you all, and to 
all the — of Iſrael, that by the name 
of Jeſus Chriſt of Nazareth, whom ye 
crucified, whom God raiſed from 
dead, even by him doth this man ſtand 
here before you whole. + 

11 This is the ſtone which was ſet at

7 And behold, the angel of the Lord 
came upon him, and a light ſhined in the 
priſon : and he ſmote Peter on the fide, 
and raiſed him up, ſaying, Ariſe up quick- 
ly. And his chains fell off from his hands. 

8 And the angel ſaid unto him, -Gird 
thyſelf, and bind on thy ſandals. And 
ſo he did. And he ſaith unto him, Caſt 
thy garment about thee, and follow me. 

9 And he went out and followed him, 
and wift not that it was true which was 
done by the angel; but thought he ſaw 
a viſion.

CHAP. XVII. 
1 Paul preacheth at Tbeſſalonica, 10 Beres, 

16 and at Athens. 34 Some are converted. 
OW when they had paſſed through 

Amphipolis and Apollonia, they 
came to Theſſalonica, where was a ſyna- 

e of the Jews: 

2 And Paul, as his manner was, went in 
unto them, and three ſabhath-days rea- 
ſoned with them out of the ſcriptures, 

3 —_— and alledging that Chriſt 
muſt needs have ſuffered, and riſen again 
from the dead ; and that this Jeſus, whom 
I preach unto you, is Chriſt. 

4 And ſome of them believed, and con- 
ſorted with Paul and Silas; and of the de- 
vout Greeks a great multitude, and of the 
chief women not a few. 

5 But the Jews which believed not, 
moved with envy, took unto them cer- 
tain lewd fellows of the baſer ſort, and 
gathered a company, and ſet all the city 
on an uproar , and aſſaulted the houſe of 
Jaſon, and ſought to bring them out to 
the people. | 

6 And when they found them not, 
they drew Jaſon and certain brethren 
unto the rulers of the city, crying, Theſe 
that have turned the world upſide down 
are come hither alſo ; 

7 Whom Jaſon hath received: and 
to the decrees of 
Cefar, ſaying, That there is another 
King, one Jeſus. 

8 And they troubled the people and 
the rulers of the city, when they heard 


theſe things. f 
2 And when had taken ſecurity oſ 
Jaſon and of the other, they let them go. 


10 J And the brethren immediately 
ſent away Faul and Silas by night unto 
Berea : who coming tbitber went into the 
ſynagogue of the Jews.

17 Tt herefore diſputed he in the ſyna- 
gogue with the Jews and with the devout 
perſons, and in the market daily with 
them that met with him. 

18 Then certain philoſophers of the 
Fpicureans and of the Stoicks encoun- 
tered him. And ſome ſaid, What will this 
babler ſay ? other ſome, He ſeemeth to be 
a ſetter-forth of ſtrange gods: becauſe 


he preached unto them Jeſus, and the 


reſurrection. 

19 And they took him, and brought 
him unto Areopagus, ſaying, May we 
know what this new doQtrine whereof 
thou ſpeakeſt is ? a 

20 For thou bringeſt certain ſtrange 
things to our ears: we would know there - 
ſore what theſe things mean. 

21 For all the Athenians and ſtrangers 
which were there ſpent their time in no- 
thing elſe but either to tell or to hear 
ſome new thing. 

22 Then Paul ſtood in the midſt of 
Mars hill, and ſaid, Je men of Athens, I 
perceive that in all things ye are too ſu- 
perſtitious. 

23 For as I paſſed by, and beheld your 
devotions, I found an altar with this 
8888 TO THE UNKNOWN 
GOD. Whom therefore ye ignorantly 
worſhip, him declare I unto you. 

24 God that made the world and all 
things therein, ſeeing that he is Lord of 
heaven and earth, dwelleth net in tem- 
ples made with hands; , 

25 Neither is worſhipped with men's 
hands, as though he needed any thing, 
ſeeing he giveth to all life and breath, 
and all things; 

26 And hath made of one blood all na- 
tions of men for to dwell on all the face

Paul actuſed before Gallio. 
ed into a certain man's houſe named _

8 And Criſpus the chief ruler of the 
ſynagogue believed on the Lord, with all 
tis houſe: and many of the Corinthians 
hearin ons, and were baptized. 

94 Then ſpake the Lord to Faul in 
the night by a viſion, Be not afraid, but 
ſpeak, and hold not thy peace : 

10 For I am with thee, and no man 
ſhall ſet on thee to hurt thee : for I have 
much people in this city. 

11 And he continued tbere a year and 
ſix months, teaching the word of God 
among them. 

12 YAnd when Gallio was the depu- 
ty of Achaia, the Jews made inſurrec- 
ton with one accord againit Paul, and 
brought him to the judgement- ſeat, 

13 Saying, This fel/ow periuadeth men 
to worthip God contrary to the law. 

14 And when Faul was now about to 
open his mouth, Gallio ſaid unto the 
Jews, If it were a matter of wrong or 
wicked lewdneſs, O ye Jews, reaſon would 
that I ſhould bear with you: 

15 But if it be a queſtion of words and 
names, and of your law, look ye toit: for 
I will be no judge of ſuch matters. 

16 And he drave them from the judge- 
ment-ſeat. 

17 Then all the Greeks took Soſthenes 
the chief ruler of the ſynagogue, and beat 
him before the judgement-ſeat. And Gal- 
lio cared for none of thoſe things. | 

18 And Paul after this tarried there yet 
a good while, and then took his leave of 
the brethren, and ſailed thence into Syria, 
and with him Friſcilla and Aquila; hav-

28 For he mightily convinced the Jews, 
and that publickly, ſhewing by the ſcrip- 
tures that Jeſus was Chriſt. 

CHAP. XIX.

AY D it came to paſs that, while Apol- 
los was at Corinth, Paul having paſſ- 

ed through the upper coafis, came to 

Epheſus ; and finding certain diſciples,

6 And now I ſtand and am Jud 
for the hope of the promiſe made of God 
unto our fathers: 

7 Unto which promiſe our twelve tribes 
inſtantly ſerving God day and night hope 
to come. For which hope's ſake, king 
2 1 a, I am accuſed of the Jews. 

hy ſhould it be thought a thine 
incredible with you that God ſhould 
raiſe the dead? 

9 I verily thought with myſelf that 1 
ought to do many things contrary/ to 
the name of Jeſus of Nazareth. 

10 Which thing I alſodid in Jeruſalem: 
and many of the ſaints did | ſhut up in 
priſon, having received authority from 
the chief prieſts; and, when they were 
put to death, I gave my voice againſt then. 

11 And I puniſhed them oft in every 
ſynagogue, and compelled tbem to blaf- 
pheme: and being exceedingly mad a- 

inſt them, I perſecuted them even unto 

ange cities, 

12 Y Whereupon as I went to Damaſ- 
cus with authority and commiſſion from 
the chief prieſts, 

1 by: mid-day, O king, 1 ſa in the wa 
alight from heaven, above the brightneſs 
of the ſun, ſhining round about me and 
them which journeyed with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen to the 
earth, I heard a voice ſpeaking unto me, 
and ſaying in the Hebrew tongue, Saul, 
Saul, why perſecuteſt thou me? It is hard 
for thee to kick againſt the pricks. 

15 And I ſaid, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he ſaid, I am Jeſus whom thou per- 
ſecuteſt. 

16 But riſe, and ſtand upon thy feet: 
for I have appeared unto thee for this 
purpoſe, to make thee a miniſter and a 
witneſs both of theſe things which thou 
haſt ſeen, and of thoſe things in the 
which 1 will appear to.thee ; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, 
and from the Gentiles, unto whom now 
I 4 —_— . 4 

18 To o their eyes, and to turn 
them ſrom . to light, and from 
the power of Satan unto God, that they 
may receive forgiveneſs of fins, and in- 
heritance amonꝭ them which are ſancti- 
fied, by faith that is in me. 


19 Whereupon, O king Agrippa, 1 


was not diſobedient unto the heavenly 

viſion : | 
20 But ſhewed firſt unto them of Da- 
maſcus, and at Jeruſalem, and throughout 
all the coaſts of Judea, and Wen to the 
Gentiles, that they ſhould repent and turn 
to God, and do works meet for repentance. 
21 For theſe cauſes the Jews caught me 
in the temple, and went about to kill ne. 
22 Having 


Paul is pronounced innocent: 

22 Having therefore obtained help of 
God, I continue unto this day, witneſſ- 
ing both to ſmall and great, ſaying none 
— things than thoſe which the pro- 
phets and Moſes did ſay ſnould come; 

23 That Chriſt ſhould ſuffer, and that 
he ſhould be the firſt that ſhould riſe from 
the dead, and ſhould ſhew light unto the 
people, and to the Gentiles. 

24 4 And as he thus ſpake for him- 
ſelf, Feſtus ſaid with a loud voice, Paul, 


thou art beſide thyſelf; much learning 


doth make thee mad. 

25 But he ſaid, I am not mad, moſt 
noble Feſtus ; but ſpeak forth the words 
of truth and ſoberneſs. 

26 For the king knoweth of theſe 
things, before whom alſo I ſpeak freely. 
For I am perſuaded that none of theſe 
things are hidden from him: for this 
thing was not done in a corner. 

27 King Agrippa, believeſt thou the 
prophets ? I know that thou believeſt. 

28 Then Agrippa ſaid unto Paul, Al- 
moſt thou perſuadeſt me to be a Chriſtian. 

29 And Paul ſaid, I would to God that 
not only thou, but alſo all that hear me 
this day, were both almoſt, and altoge- 
ther ſuch as I am, except theſe bonds. 

zo And when he had thus ſpoken, the 
king roſe up, and the governor, and Ber- 
nice, and they that ſat with them : 

31 And when they were gone afide, 
they talked between themſelves, ſaying, 
This man doeth nothing worthy of death, 
or of bonds, 

32 Then ſaid Aerippa unto Feſtus, 
This man might have been ſet at liberty 
if he had not appealed unto Ceſar, 

CHAP. XXVII. 

1 Paul ſhipping toward Rome, 10 foretelleth 
the danger of the woyage, 11 but is not 
, 14 They are off with @ tem- 

5% 41 and ſbipuracted; 22, 34, 44 ye! 
all come ſafe to land. 

ND when it was determined that we 

ſhould ſail into Itaiy, they delivered 

Paul and certain other priſoners unto 

one named Julius, a centurion of Au- 

guitus' band. 

2 And entering into a ſhip of Adra- 
myttium, we launched, meaning te fail hy 
the coaſts of Aſia, one Ariſtarchus a Ma- 
cedonian of Theſſalonica being with us. 

; 3 And the next ay we touched at 
Sidon. And Julius courteouſly entreated 
Paul, and gave him liberty to go unto his 
friends to refreſh himſelf. 

4 And when we had laurcled from 
thence, we ſailed unto Cyprus, becauſe 
the winds were contrary. 

5 And when we had failed over the 

ſea of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came to 

Myra a city of Lycia, 


Chap. xxvit. | 


His dangerous voyage to Rome; 

6 And there the centurion found a ſhip 
of Alexandria failing unto Italy; and he 
put us therein. | 

7 And when we had ſailed lowly man 
days, and ſcarce were come over-again 
Cnidus, the wind not ſuffering us, we ſail- 
ed under Crete, over-againſt Salmone; 

8 And hardly paſſing it, came unto a 
place which is called the Fair havens ; 
nigh whereunto was the city ef Laſea, 

9 Now when much time was ſpent, 
and when failing was now dangerous, 
becauſe the faſt was now already paſt, 
Paul admoniſhed them, 

10J And ſaid unto them, Sirs, I per- 
ceive that this voyage will be with Fort 
and much damage, not only of the lad- 
ing and ſhip, but alſo of our lives. ö 

11 Nevertheleſs, the centurion believed 
the maſter and the owner of the ſhip 
more than thoſe things which were ſpok- 
en by Paul. , 

12 And hecauſe the haven was not 
commodious to winter in, the more part 
adviſed to depart thence alſo, if by any 
means they might attain to Phenice, and 
there winter; which is an haven of Crete 
and lieth toward the ſouth-weſt and 
north-weſt. | 

5 And when the ſouth- wind blew 
ſoftly, ſuppoſing that they had obtained 
their purpoſe, looſing thence they failed 
cloſe by Crete. 

14 7 But not long after there aroſe a- 
gainſt it a tempeſtuous wind, called Eu- 
roclydon. 

15 And when the ſhip was caught, and 
could not bear up into the wind, we let 
ber drive. | 

16 And running under a certain iſland 
which is called Clauda, we had much 
work to come by the boat ; | 

17 Which when they had taken up, wy 
uſed helps, undergirding the ſhip; a 
ſearing left they ſhould fall into the quick- 
ſands, ſtrake ſail, and ſo were driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly toſſed 
with a tempeſt, the next day they light- 
ened the ſhip; | 

19 And the third day we caft out with 
our own hands the tackling of the ſhip. 

20 And when neither ſun nor ſtars in 
many days appeared, and no ſmall tem- 

ſt lay on vs, all hope that we ſhould 

ſaved was then taken away 

21 Put after long abſtinence, Paul 
ſtood forth in the midſt of them, and 
ſaid, Sirs, ye ſhould have hearkened un- 
to me, and not have looſed from Crete, 
and have gained this harm and loſs. 

22 And now I exhort you to be of good 
cheer; fer there ſhall be no loſs of any 
man's liſe among you, but of the ſhip.

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23 For there ſtood by me this night 
Tho angel of God, whoſe I am, and whom

24 Saving, Fear not, Paul; thou muſt

25 Wherefore, firs, be of good cheer: 
for I believe God that it ſhall be even as

26 Howbeit, we muſt be caſt upon a 
certain iſland. 

27 But when the fourteenth night was 
come, as we were driven up and down in 
Adria, about midnight the ſhipmen decm- 
ed that they drew near to ſome country; 

28 And ed, and found it twenty 
fathoms : and when they had gone a 
— further, they ſounded again, and 

nd it fifteen ſathoms. 

29 Then ſearing leſt they ſnould have 
fallen upon rocks, they caſt four anchors 
out of the ſtern, and wiſhed for the day. 

30 And as the ſhipmen were about to 
flee out of the ſhip, when they had let 
down the boat into the ſea, under colour 
as though they would have caſt anchors 
out of the foreſhip, | 

31 Paul faid to the centurion and to 
the ſoldiers, Except theſe abide in the 
ſhip, ye cannot be ſaved. 

22 Then the ſoldiers cut off the ropes 
of the boat, and let her fall off.

5 And he ſhook off the beaſt into the 
fire, and felt no harm. 

6 Howbeit, they looked when he ſhould 
have ſwollen, or fallen down dead ſud- 
denly. But after they had looked a great 
while, and ſaw no harm come to him, 
they changed their minds, and ſaid that 
he was a god. 

7 In the ſame quarters were poſſefſions 
of the chief man of the iſland, whoſe 
name was Publius; who received us and

14 Where we found brethren, and were 
defired to tarry with them ſeven days.

16 And when we came to Rome, the 
centurion delivered the priſoners to the 
captain of the guard: but Paul was ſuf- 
fered to dwell by himſelf, with a ſoldier 
that kept him. 

17 And it came to paſs that after three 
days Paul called the chief of the Jews to- 
gether : and when they were come to- 
gether, he ſaid unto them, Men and bre- 
thren, though I have committed nothing 
againſt the people, or cuſtoms of our fa- 
thers, yet was I delivered priſoner ſrom je- 
ruſalem into the hands of the Romans.

8 Who ſhall alfo confirm = unto the 
end, that ye may be blameleſs in the day 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. | 

God rs faithful, by whom ye were 
called unto the fellowſhip of his Son Je- 
ſus Chriſt our Lord. 

10 J Now I beſeech you, brethren, by 
the name of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that

11 For it hath been declared unto me 
of you, my brethren, by them wwbichb are 
of the baust of Chloe, that there are con- 
tentions among you. 

12 Y Now this I ſay, that every one of 
you faith, I am ot Paul; and I, of Apollos ; 
and I, of Cephas ; and 1, of Chriſt. 

13 Is Chriſt divided? was Paul cruci- 
fed for you? or were ye baptized in the 
name of Paul? | 
14 1 thank God that I baptized none 
of you, but Criſpus and Gaius ; 

15 Leſt any ſhould ſay, that I had bap- 
tized in mine own name. 

16 And l baptized alſo the houſehold of 

anas : beſides, I know not whether 
I baptized any other. 

17 For Chriſt ſent me not to baptize, 
but to preach the Goſpel : not with wiſ- 
dom of words, leſt the croſs of Chriſt 
ſhould be made of none effect. 

18 1 For the preaching of the croſs 
is to them that periſh}, fooliſhneſs ; but 


unto us which are ſaved, it is the power 
of God. 

19 For it is written, I will deſtroy the 
wiſdom of the wiſe, and will bring to no- 
thing the underſtanding of the prudent. 

20 Where i: the wiſe ? where is the ſcribe 
where is the diſputer of this world ? hath 
not God made fooliſh the wiſdom of this 
world? 

21 For after that in the wiſdom of God 
the world by wiſdom knew not God, it 
pleaſed God by the fooliſhneſs of preach. 
ing to ſave them that believe. 

22 For the Jews require a ſign, and the 
Greeks ſeek after wiſdom : 

23 But we preach Chriſt crucified, unto 
the Jews, a SINE | and unto 
the Greeks, fooliſhneſs : 

24 But unto them which are called, 
both Jews and Greeks, Chriſt the power 
of God, and the wiſdom of God. 

25 Becauſe the fooliſhneſs of God i; 
wiſer than men; and the weakneſs of God 
is ſtronger than men. 

26 For ye ſee your calling, brethren, 
how that not many wiſe men after th: 
fleſh, not many mighty, not many no- 
ble are called: 

27 But God hath choſen the fooliſh 
things of the world to confound the wile; 
and God hath choſen the weak things of 
the world to confound the things which 
are mighty ; 

28 And baſe things of the world, and 
things which are deſpiſed hath God choſ- 
en, yea, and things which are not, to bring 
to _—_— things that are: : 

29 That no fleſh ſhould glory in hs 
preſence. 

30 But of him are ye in Chriſt Jeſus, 
who of God is made unto us wiſdom, 
and righteouſneſs, and ſanctification, and 
redemption : 

31 That, according as it is written, He 
that glorieth, let him = in the Lord. 

CHAP.II. 
Paul declareth that bis preaching far ex- 
celleth all buman wiſdom. 
AP I, brethren, when I came to you, 
came not with excellency of ſpeech, 
or of wiſdom, declaring unto you 
teſtimony of God. 

2 For I determined not to know any 
thing among you ſave Jeſus Chriſt, and 
him crucified, | 

3 And I was with you in weakneſs, 
and in fear, and in much trembling. 

4 And my ſpeech and — preaching 
was not with enticing words of man's 
wiſdom, but in demonſtration of the Sp!- 
rit and of power: - 5 

5 That your faith ſhould not ſtand * 
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The power of Paul's preaching. 


the wiſdom of men, but in the power 


of God. 

6 Howbeit, we ſpeak wiſdom amon 
them that are perfect: yet not the wiſ- 
dom of this world, nor of the princes of 
this world, that come to nought : 

7 But we ſpeak the wiſdom of God in 
a myſtery, even the hidden wi/dom which 
God ordained before the world unto our 


pores 

8 Which none of the princes of this 
world knew: for had they known ir 
they would not have crucified the Lord 
of glory. 

g But as it is written, Eye hath not ſeen, 
nor ear heard, neither have entered into 
the heart of man, the things which God 
hath prepared for them that love him. 

10 But God hath revealed bem unto us 
by his Spirit: for the Spirit ſearcheth all 
things, yea, the deep things ot God. 

11 For what man knoweth the things of 
a man, ſave the ſpirit of man which 1s in 
him? even ſo the things of God knoweth 
no man, but the Spirit of God. 

12 Now we have received, not the ſpi- 
rit of the world, but the Spirit which is 
of God ; that we might know the things 
that are freely given to us of God. 

13 Which things alſo we ſpeak, not in 
the words which man's wiſdom teacheth, 
but which the Holy Ghoſt teacheth ; com- 
paring ſpiritual things with ſpiritual. 

14 But the natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: tor they 
are fooliſhneſs unto him ; neither can he 
know them, becauſe they are ſpiritually 
diſcerned, 

15 But he that is ſpiritual judgeth 
all things, yet he himf elf is judged of 
no man. 

16 For who hath known the mind of 
the Lord, that he may inſtruct him? but 
we have the mind of Chriſt.

16 J Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit of God 
dwelleth in you? N 

17 If any man defile the temple of God, 
him ſhall God deſtroy: for the temple of 
God is holy, which temple ye are. 

18 Let no man deceive himſelf. If 
any man among you ſeemeth to be wiſe 
in this world, let him become a fool, that 
he may be wiſe. 

19 For the wiſdom of this world is 
fooliſhneſs with God. For it is written, 
— taketh the wiſe in their own crafti- 
nets, 

20 And again, The Lord knoweth the 
thoughts of the wiſe that they are vain. 

21 Therefore let no man glory in men. 
For all things are your's; 

22 Whether Paul, or Apollos, or 
or the world, or life, or death, or things 
preſent, or things to come; all are your's : 
23 And ye are Chriſt's ; and Chriſt is

nothing in the world, and that there 1 
none other God but one. Zea 

5 For though there be that are called 
gods, whether in. heaven or in earth, (a 
there be gods many, and lords many,) 

6 But to us there it but one God, the 
Father, of whom are all things, and we 
in him; and one Lord Jeſus Chriſt, by 
whom are all things, we by him. 

7 Howhbeit, there is not in every man 
that knowledge. For ſome with conſci- 
ence of the idol unto this hour eat it 25 


- a thing offered unto an idol; and their 


conſcience being weak is defiled. 
8 J But meat commendeth us not to 
God; for neither, if we eat, are we wy 
bette J 


The true miniflers, 
better; neither, if we eat not, are we the 


worſe. 

9 But take heed leſt by any means this 
liberty of your's become a ſtumbling- 
block to them that are weak. 

10 For if any man ſee thee which haſt 
knowledge fit at meat in the idol's tem- 
ple, ſhall not the conſcience of him which 
15 weak be emboldened to eat thoſe things 
which are offered to idols? 

11 And through thy knowledge ſhall the 
weak brother periſh, for whom Chriſt died? 

12 But when ye fin fo againſt the bre- 
thren, and wound their weak conſcience, 
ye fin againſt Chriſt, 

13 Wherefore, if meat make my bro- 
ther to offend, I will eat no fleſh while 
the world ſtandeth, leſt I make my bro- 
ther to offend. 

CHAP. IX. 
1 He eth bis liberty. 7 Miniſters ought 
to live by the Goſpel.

15 And fo after he had patiently en- 
dured, he obtained the promiſe. 

16 For men verily ſwear by the great- 
er: and an oath for confirmation :s to 
them an end of all ſtriſe. 

17 Wherein God willing more abund- 
antly to ſhew unto the heirs of promiſe 
the immutability of his counſel, confirm- 
ed it by an oath: 

18 That by two immutable things, in 
which it was impoſſible for God to lye, 
we might have a ſtrong conſolation, who 
have fled for refuge to lay hold upon the 
hope ſet before us: 

19 Which bepe we have as an anchor of 
the ſoul both ſure and ſtedſaſt, and which 
entereth into that within the vale, 

20 Whither the fore-runner is for us 
entered, even Jeſus, made an high prieſt 
for ever after the order of Melchiſedec. 

| CHAP. FL 

1 Cbriſi Teſus is a prieſt after the order of 

Melchiſedec, 11 and fo far mire excellent 

than t 2 f Aaron's order. 

OR this Melchiſedec king of Salem, 
prieſt of the moſt high God, who met 

Abraham returning from the ſlaughter 
of the kings, and bleſſed him; 

2 Towhom alſo Abraham gave a tenth 

rt of all; firſt being by interpretation 

ing of righteouſneſs, and after that alſo, 

King of Salem, which is, King of peace; 

ithout father, without mother, 
without deſcent, having neither begin- 
ning of days, nor end of life; but made 
like unto the Son of God, abideth a prieſt 
continually. 6 

4 Now conſider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the patriarch A- 
braham gave the tenth of the ſpoils. 

5 And verily they that are of the ſors 
of Levi, who receive the office of the 
prieſthood, have a commandment to take 
tithes of the people according to the law, 
that is, of their brethren, though they 
come out of the loins of Abraham : 

6 But he whoſe deſcent is not counted 
from them, received tithes of Abraham, 
and bleſſed him that had the promiſes. 

And without all contradiction the 
leſs is bleſſed of the better. 

8 And here men that die receive tithes; 
but there he rece:werb them of whom it 15 
witnefſed that he liveth. 3 

9 Ang, as Imayſoſay, Levialſo who re

ceiveth tithes, payed tithes in Abraham. 
10 For he was yet in the loins of his 
father when Melchiſedec mer him. 
17 If therefore perfection were by the

was there that another 
after the order of Melc 
be called after the order of Aaron ? 

12 For the prieſthood being changed, 
there is made of neceſſity a change alſo 
of the law. 

13 For he of whom theſe things areſpok- 
en pertaineth to another tribe, of which 
no man gave attendance at the altar. 

14 For it 1s evident, that our Lord 
ſprang out of juda; of which tribe Mo- 
ſes ſpake nothing. concerning prieſthood. 

15 And it is yet far more evident: for 
that after the ſimilitude of Melchiſedec 
there ariſeth another prieſt, 

16 Who is made, not after the law of 
a carnal commandment, but after the 
power of an endleſs life. 

17 For he teſtifieth, Thou art a Ju 
for ever after the order of Melchiſedec 

18 For there is verily a diſannulling of 
the commandment going before, for the 
weakneſs and unprofitableneſs thereof. 

19 For the law made nothing perfect, 
but the bringing-in of a better hope did; 
by the which we draw nigh unto God. 

20 And in as much as not without an 
oath be wwas made prieft ; 

21 For thoſe prieſts were made with- 
out an oath; but this with an oath, by 
— that ſaid unto _ The Lord 3 
and will not repent, u art a —2 t for 
ever after the order of Melchiſedec: 

22 By ſo much was Jeſus made a ſure- 
ty of 2 better teſtament. ; 

23 And they truly were many prieſts, 
becauſe they were not ſuffered to conti- 
nue by reafon of death : 

wo this man, becauſe he continneth 
ever, hath an unchangeable prieſthood. 

25 Wherefore he is able alſo to ſave 
them to the uttermoſt that come unto 
God by him, ſeeing he ever liyeth to 
make interceſſion for them. | 

26 For ſuch an high prieſt became us, 
who is holy, harmleſs, undefiled, ſepa- 
rate from ſinners, and made higher than 
the heavens ; | 

27 Who needeth not daily, as thoſe 


high prieſts, to offer up ſacrifice, firſt gre 


for his own fins, and then for the peo- 
ple's; for this he did once, when he of- 
fered up himſelf.

CHAP 8 VIII. 2 N ” 
1 By Chrifis eternal prieſtbood the Levitical 
Prieftbood is aboliſhed, 7 and the temporal 
covenant, by the eternal exvenant. 
OW of the things which we have 
ſpoken rhrs is the ſum: We have 
ſuch an high 2 who is ſet on the 
right hand of the throne of the Majeſty in

2 A miniſter of the ſanctuary, and 
of the true tabernacle, which the Lord 
pitched, and not man. 
3 For every high prieſt is ordained to 
offer gifts and ſacrifices : herefore it is 
of neceſſity that this man have ſomewhat 
alſo to offer, 
4 For if he were on earth, he ſhould not 
be a prieſt, ſeeing that there are prieſts 


that offer giſts according to the law): 


5 Who ſerve unto the example and 
ſhadow of heavenly things, as Moſes was 
admoniſhed of God when he was about 
to make the tabernacle. For, See, faith 
he, that thou make all thines accord- 
ing to the pattern ſhewed to thee in the 
mount. a 

6 But now hath he obtained a more ex 
cellent miniſtry, by how much alſo he is 
the mediator of a better covenant, which 
was eſtabliſhed 2 better promiſes. 

7 For if that firſt covenant had been 
faultleſs, then ſhould no place have been 
ſought for the ſecond. | 

8 For finding fault with them, he ſaith,- 


Behold, the days come, ſaith the Lord, 


when I will make a new covenant with 
the houſe of 1ſrael and with the houſe of 
Judah: | > 50 * 

9 Not according to the covenant that 
I made with their fathers in the day: 
when 1 took them by. the hand to lead 
them out of the land of Egypt; becauſe' 
they continued not in my covenant, and 
I regarded them not, ſaith the Lord. 

10 For this is the covenant that I will 
make with the houſe of Iſrael after thoſe 
days, ſaith the Lord; I will put my laws: 
into their mind, and write — in their 


hearts: and I will be to them a God, 


and they ſhall be to me a people: ; 
11 And they fhall not teach every man 
his 'neighbour, and every man his bro- 
ther, ſaying, Know the LORD; for all 
ſhall know me, from the leaſt to the 
ateſt. 0 "_ 
12 For I will be merciful to their un- 
righteouſneſs, and their fins and their 
iniquities will I remember no more. | 
I 3 In that he ſaith, A new- covenant, he 
hath made the firſt old. Now that which 
decayeth and waxeth old is ready to ta- 
iin ..

T H verily the firſt c et had al- 
ſo ordinances of divine ſervice, and a 
worldly ſanctuary. 

2 For there was a tabernacle made; 
the firft, wherein was the candleſtick, 
and the table, and the ſhew-bread ; which 
is called the Sanctuary. 

3 And after the ſecond vail, the taber- 
nacle which is called the Holieſt of all; 

4 Which had the golden cenſer, and 
the ark of the covenant overlaid round 
about with gold, wherein was the golden 
pot that had manna, and Aaron's rod 


that budded, and the tables of the cove- 


nant; 

And over it the Cherubims of glory 
ſhadowing the mercy-ſcat; of which we 
cannot now ſpeak particularly. 

6 Now when theſe — were thus 
982 went always into the 
farſt „ accompliſhing the ſer- 
vice of C: 

7 But into the ſecond went the high 

ieſt alone once every year, not without 

lood, which he offered for himſelf and 
the errors of the people. 

8 The Holy Ghoſt this fignifying, that 
the 8 into the holieſt of all was not 
— e manifeſt, while as the firſt ta- 

cle was yet ſtanding : 

9 Which was a figure for the time 
then preſent, in which were offered both 
— and ſacrifices, that could not make 

im that did the ſervice perſect as per- 
taining to the conſcience, 

To #bich fleod only in meats and drinks, 
and divers waſhings, and carnal ordinanc- 
es, impoſed on tbem until the time of re- 
formation. 

12 But Chriſt, being come an high 
prieſt of good things to come, by a great- 
er and more perſect tabernacle, not made 
with hands, that is to ſay, not of this 


ing; 
12 Neither by the blood of goats and 
calves, but by his own blood, entered-in 
once into the holy place, having obtain- 
ed eternal redemption for us. 
13 For if the bl of bulls and of 
ts, and the aſhes of an heifer ſprink- 
ting the unclean, ſanctiſieth to the purj- 
ſying cf the fleſh, 
14 How much more ſhall the blood of 
Chriſt, who through the eternal ſpirit of- 
fered himſelf without ſpot to God, purge 


your conſcience from works to ſerve 
the living God ? 
for this cauſe he is the Mediator 


5 
of the new teſtament, that by means of 
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inferior to Chrift, 
death, for the redemption of the tranſ- 
greſſions char were under the firſt teſta- 
ment, they which are called might re. 
ceive the promiſe of eternal inheritance. 

16 For where a teſtament is, there 
muſt alſo of neceſſity be the death of the 
teſtator. 

17 For a teſtament is ef force ufter 
men are dead : otherwiſe it is of no 
ſtrength at all whilſt the teſtator liveth. 

18 Whereupon neither the firſt refa- 
ment was dedicated without blood : 

19 For when Moſes had ſpoken every 
recept to all the people according to the 
aw, he took the blood of calves and of 

oats, with water and ſcarlet wool and 


all the people, 

20 Saying, This is the blood of the 
teſtament which God hath enjoined un- 
to you. 

21 Moreover, he ſprinkled likewiſe with 
blood both the tabernacle and all the veſ- 
fels of the miniſtry. 

22 And almoit all things are by the 
law purged with blood ; and without ſhed- 
ding of blood is no remifhon, * 

23 It «vas therefore neceſſary that the 

tterns of things in the heavens ſhould 

rified with theſe; but the heaven- 
ly things themſelves with better ſacrifices 
n theſe. 

24 For Chriſt is not entered into the 
holy places made with hands, evbich are 
the figures of the true; but into heaven 
itſelf, now to appear in the preſence of 
God for us: 

25 Nor yet that he ſhould offer him- 
ſelf often, as the high prieſt entereth in- 
to the holy place every year with blood 
of others: 

26 For then muſt he often have ſuffer- 
ed fince the foundation of the world: 
but now once in the end of the world 
hath he appeared to put away fin by tlie 
ſacrifice of imſelf. 

27 And as it is appointed unto men 
once to die, but after this the judgement: 

28 So Chriſt was once offered to bear 
the fins of many; and unto them that 
look for him ſhall he appear the ſecond 
time without ſin unto ſalvation.

6 In burnt-offerings and ſacrifices for 
fin thou haſt had no pleaſure. 

7 Then ſaid I, Lo, I come (in the vo- 
lume of the book it is written of me,) to 
do thy will, O God. 

8 Above, when he ſaid, Sacrifice and 
offering and burnt-offerings and offerin 
for fin thou wouldeſt not, neither had 

_— therein (which are offered by the 

aw; 

Then ſaid he, Lo, I come to do thy 
will, O God. He taketh away the firſt, 
that he may eſtabliſh the ſecond. 

10 By the which will we are ſanctified, 
through the offering of the body of Jeſus 
Chriſt once for all. 

11 And every prieſt ſtandeth daily mi- 
niſtering, and offering oftentimes the ſame 
— which can never take away 

ins: 

12 But this man, after he had offered 
one ſacrifice for fins, for ever ſat down 
on the right —— of _ ing till * 

13 From henceforth expecting till his 
22 be made his footRool. 

14 For by one offering he hath per- 
fefted for ever them that are ſanctified. 

15 Whereef the Holy Ghoſt alſo is a 
witneſs to us: for after that he had ſaid 
before, | 

16 This is the covenant that I will 
make with them after thoſe days, ſaith 
the Lord, | will put my laws into their 
2 and in their minds will 1 write 
them; 

17 And their fins and iniquities will I 
remember no more. 

18 Now where remiſſion of theſe is, 
there is no more offering for fin.

but exhorting one another : and fo much 
the more as ye ſee the day a hing. 

26 For if we fin wilfully after that 
we have received the know of the 
truth, there remaineth no more ſacrifice

27 But a certain fearful looking-for of 
judgement, and fiery indignation, which 
ſha!l devour the afverſaries. 

28 He that deſpiſed Moſes law died 
without mercy, under two or three wit- 
neſſes: ö 

29 Of how much ſorer puniſhment, 
ſuppoſe ye, ſhall he be thought worthy 
who hath troden under foot the Son of 


* God, and hath counted the Hood of the 


covenant, wherewith he was ſanctified, 
an unholy thing, and hath done deſpite 
unto the Spirit of grace? 

30 For we know him that hath ſaid, 
Vengeance b'elongerb unto me, I will re- 
compenſe, ſairh the Lord. And again, 
The Lord ſtall judge his people. 

31 It is a fearful thing to fall into the 
hands of the living God. 

32 But call to remembrance the for- 
mer days, in which, after ye were il- 
luminated, ye endured a great fight of 
afflictions; 

23 Partly, whilſt ye were made a gaz - 
ing-ſtock both by reproaches and afflic- 
tions; and partly, whilſt ye became com- 
panions of them that were ſo uſed. 

34 For ye had compaſſion of me in my 
bonds, and took joy fully the ſpoiling of 
your goods, knòwing in your ſeſves that 
ye have in heaven à better and an en- 
ſubſtance. 

35 Caſt not away therefore your con- 
fidence, which hath great recompenſe of 
reward. 

36 For ye have need of 
aſter ye have done the w 
might receive the promiſe. | 

37 For yet a little while, and he that 
ſhall come will come, and will nor tarry. 

38 Now the juſt ſhall live by faith: but 
if any man draw back, my ſoul ſhall have 
no pleaſure in him. 

39 But we are not of them who draw 
back unto perdition ; but of them that 
believe to the ſaving of the ſoul.

Mat faith is: 
1 faith-is the ſubſtance of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things 


not ſeen, f 
2 For by it the elders obtained a good 


3 Through faith we underſtand that 
the worlds were framed by the word of 
God, ſo that things which are ſeen were 
not made of things which do appear. 

4 By faith Abel offered unto God a 
more excellent ſacrifice than Cain, by 
which he obtained witneſs that he was 
righteous, God teſtifying of his gifts ; and 
by it he being dead yet ſpeaketh. 

5 By faith Enoch was tranſlated, that 
he ſhould not fee death; and was not 
found, becauſe God had tranſlated him ; 

for before his tranſlation he had this teſti- 
mony, that he pleaſed God. 

6 But without faith ie is impoſſible to 
pleaſe bim. For he that cometh to God 
muſt believe that he is, and that he is a 
rewarder of them that diligently ſeek 


him. 

7 By faith Noah being warned of God 
of things not ſeen as yet, moved with 
fear, prepared an ark to the ſaving of 
his houſe; by the which he condemned 
the world, and became heir of the righte- 
ouſneſs which is by faith. 

8 By faith Abraham, when he was call- 
ed to go out into a place which he ſhould 
after receive for an inheritance, obeyed ; 
and he went out, not knowing whuther 
he went. 

9 By faith he ſojourned in the land 
of promiſe as in a ſtrange country, dwell- 
ing in tabernacles with Iſaac and Jacob, 
the heirs with him of the ſame promiſe : 

10 For he looked for a city which hath 
— whoſe builder and maker 7s 


11 Through faith alſo Sara herſelf re- 
ceived ſtrength to conceive ſeed, and was 
delivered of a child when the was paſt 
age, becauſe ſhe judged him faithful who 
had promiſed. 

12 Therefore ſprang there even of one, 
and him as as dead, ſo many as the 
Rars of the ſky in multitude, and as the 
ſand which is by the ſea-ſhore innume- 


13 Theſe all died in faith, not having 
received the promiſes, but having ſeen 
them afar off, and were perſuaded of 
them, and embraced them, and confeſſed 
that oy were ſtrangers and pilgrims on 
the earth. 


14 For they that ſay ſuch things de- 
Clare plainly, that they ſeek a country. 

15 And truly if they had been mind- 
ful of that country from whence they came 
out, they might have had opportunity to 


e returngd ; 
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tried, offered up 


The fruits thererf. 

16 But now they deſire a better coun- 
try, that is, an heavenly. Wherefore God 
is not aſhamed to he called their God: 
for he hath m—_ for them a city. 

17 By faith Abraham, when he was 
Ifaac : and he that had 
received the promiſes offered up his on- 
ly-begotten ſon; 

18 Of whom it was ſaid, That in Iſaac 
ſhall thy ſeed be called: 

19 Accounting that God was able to 
raiſe him up even from the dead; from 
whence alſo he received him in a figure. 

20 By faith Iſaac blefſed Jacob and E. 
ſau concerning things to come. 

21 By faith Jacob, when he was a dying, 
hleſſed both the ſons of Joſeph ; and wor- 
ſhipped, leaning upon the top of his ſtaff. 

22 By faith Joſeph, when he died, made 
mention of the departing of the children 
of Iſrael; and gave commandment con- 
cerning his bones. 

- 23 By faith Moſes, when he was born, 
was hid three months of his parents, be- 
cauſe they ſaw be was a proper child: 
and they were not afraid of the king's 
commandment. | | 

24 By faith Moſes, when he was come 
to years, refuſed to be called the fon of 
Pharaoh's daughter ; 

25 Choofing rather to ſuffer affliction 
with the people of God than to enjoy 
the pleaſures of fin for a ſeaſon ; 

Eſteeming the reproach of Chriſt 
greater. riches than the treaſures of E- 
gypt : for he had ref unto the re- 
compenſe of the reward. | 

27 By faith he forſook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king: for he 
endured as ſeeing him who is inviſible. 

28 Through faith he kept the paſs- 
over and the ſprinkling of blood, leſt he 
_ deſtroyed the firſt· born ſhould touch 
them. 

29 By faith they paſſed through the 
Red-ſea as by dry 27 which the Egyp- 
tians aſſaying to do were drowned. 

30 By faith the walls of Jericho fell 
down, after they were compaſſed about 
ſeven days. s 

31 By faith the harlot Rahab periſhed 
not with them that believed not, when 
ſhe had received the ſpies with peace. 

32 And what ſhall I more ſay ? for the 
time would fail me to tell of Gedeon, and 
of Barak, and of Samſon, and e Jepthae ; 
3 alſo, and Samuel, and of the pro- 

ts : | 
Fn 33 Who through faith ſubdued king: 
doms, wrought. — obtained 
promiſes, ſtopped the mouths of lions, 

34 Quen the violence of fire, Ry 
ed the edge of the ſword, chat"

neſs were made ſtrong, waxed valiant 
in fight, turned to flight the armies of the 
aliens.
